e Ice storms: The most severe 
winter injury to trees and shrubs 
occurs when rain freezes to them 
in amounts sufficient to break 
branches. Attempts to knock off 
the ice cause more breakage and 
merely increase the total damage. 
Similar injury may result when a 
heavy snowfall is allowed to remain 
on and freeze. Any snow that weighs 
branches down should be dislodged 
by gently striking the plants with a 
broom, or by brushing it off. Insur- 
ance against breakage of branches 
is possible for upright shrubs that 
can be staked and spirally wrapped 
with string or narrow chicken net- 
_ting. Also, when a steep house roof 
is not provided with snow guards, 
it is advisable to erect a stout board 
framework over the foundation 
planting to intercept sliding snow. 

e Mouse and rabbit injury: Both 
these animals may damage some 
young trees and shrubs, as well as 
fruit trees, by gnawing the bark. 
Mice girdle the trunks near the 
ground and may also feed on the 
roots if they find shelter under a 
mulch, which should be kept some 
inches away from the trunk. Rab- 
bits do additional damage by nip- 
ping off branches, until some small 
plants are reduced to stumps. 

During a period of mild weather, 
a quick examination will show 
whether mice are living beneath 
mulches. If they are, poisoned grain 
should be placed near plants in con- 
tainers that will not admit birds. 
There are several spray materials 
used to discourage rabbits, but for 
prized shrubs the surest protection 
is to enclose them in chicken wire. 

e Stored bulbs and roots: Look 
over dahlia roots and cut off any 
tubers showing signs of decay; dust 
wounds with sulfur. If tubers are 
shrinking through dryness, spray or 
dip in water before returning them 
to storage. Examine all other stored 
flower bulbs to be sure they are in 
sound condition. 

Examine root vegetables stored in

cellar, for above reason. Keep ma- 
terial they are stored in moist, but 
not wet. Onions should be kept in 
dry, cool storage, but even under 
these conditions some decay may 
occur as the winter progresses. 

¢ House plants: The very low 
humidity maintained in most homes 
is responsible for the poor growth of 
many house plants. Lacking a hu- 
midifier, one may increase humidity 
by setting plants in saucers or shal- 
low trays filled with small gravel to 
which water is added almost to the 
top of the gravel, or using an atom- 
izer to provide a fine dew on foliage. 
Less effective is a periodic spray in 
sink or bathtub, though this is use- 
ful for removing dust and controlling 
red spider. 

e Build a cold frame: Now, while 
outdoor activities are limited, is the 
time to make a cold frame in prep- 
aration for spring. It may be as 
small as 3 x 3 feet with one sash, 
or any desirable larger size. Glass 
for the sash is no longer essential, 
as polyethylene film can be substi- 
tuted. This is quickly and cheaply 
replaced when necessary. Such a 
cold frame, painted white inside and 
dark green outside, is neat in ap- 
pearance and will be useful for sev- 
eral years. 

e More January chores: Write 
for plant and seed catalogs; pack 
hay, straw or compost around cold 
frame before severe weather; for 
benefit of house plants, open win- 
dows at top for a short period on 
mild days; if forced bulbs are to be 
planted out later, do not allow pots 
to dry out while foliage is green; do 
not use salt to melt snow on walks 
near roots of plants as permanent 
damage to plants may result.

far less messy than lime sulfur and 
seems to be highly effective. A win- 
ter spray will destroy many insects, 
eggs and larvae. 

¢ Plant roses, shrubs and trees: 
Continue planting evergreens, roses, 
shrubs and trees. Be sure to visit all 
the camellia shows you can arrange 
for and see the flowers, make selec- 
tions of the ones you like best, and 
plant right away. Remember that 
camellias are shallow rooted so do 
not plant too deep. To guard against 
too-deep planting, pack the soil 
firmly in the bottom of the hole be- 
fore placing the plant. The plant 
must not go deeper than it grew in 
the nursery. If there is doubt, lift 
it an inch or two. 

e Bagworms: Right now is a 
good time to check the arbor-vitaes, 
junipers and pines for bagworms. 
They can quickly defoliate and actu- 
ally kill your young trees. If pres- 
rough surfaced bags 
containing eggs will be found hang- 
ing from the tips of the branches, 
Clip and burn them. 

e Azaleas: Early azaleas will be- 
gin flowering this month. If you live 
along the Gulf Coast or in Florida 
check for petal blight. The fungus 
does not affect the leaves but causes 
the flowers to wilt. If trouble de- 
velops you had better spray every 2 
or 3 days until the flowering season 
closes. Dithane is the material com- 
monly used. 


Question of the Month 


Q. We have just moved to South 
Alabama from the Midwest and pur- 
chased a house overgrown with 
shrubs. Is it all right to prune 
shrubs in January down here as we 
do in my old home area? 

A. No, wait until next month. 
Down here we always have warm 
periods during the winter, and early 
pruning will stimulate new growth 
which will be winterkilled by late 
freezes. In the Midwest there is 
sufficient cold to hold the buds dor- 
mant until spring.

Pointers

e Resolutions for 1960: Here are 
a few resolutions to ponder: 

Grow more vegetables and cut 
down on living costs. 

Grow at least one of the new 
plants listed in FLOWER GROWER’S 
New Plant Directory, which begins 
on page 29. 

Control weeds early in the season 
so they don’t get out of hand. 

Order seeds, bulbs, plants and 
supplies this month if possible. 

Introduce at least one non-gar- 
dener to the pleasures and satisfac- 
tions of gardening. 

Build a home greenhouse, even if 
it is only a glass sash on a frame or 
a plastic-covered lean-to. 

Persuade your garden club or 
other civic organization to plant at 
least one tree during 1960. 

Take in at least one major horti- 
cultural event during 1960 such as 
a flower show, the Williamsburg 
Garden Symposium, a visit to a 
special nursery display or a garden 
open to the public. 

e Christmas roses: Don’t be re- 
luctant to cut the blooms of the 
Christmas rose (helleborus). They 
can be used for a corsage and, after 
being worn, can be placed in water 
where they will last a week. 

e Frozen grass: Avoid crossing 
the lawn in winter even if it is 
frozen solid. Foot traffic is even 
harder on a frozen lawn than on 
unfrozen grass, crushing the crowns 
and compacting the soil. 

e Starting annuals: Some of the 
very slow-growing annuals can be 
started from seed sown indoors the 
last week of January. These include 
Vinca rosea, double and _large- 
flowered fringed petunias, dusty mil- 
ler and bedding and _ tuberous 
begonias. If you have a greenhouse 
sow delphinium seed the first week 
in January for plants that will 
flower in late summer. 

e Lure the birds: Last winter I 
put our spent Christmas tree out- 
doors, rubbed the branches with suet 
and hung bird feeders on the 
branches. As a result a colony of 
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cedar waxwings stayed in the garden 
until late May. Incidentally, the 
biggest lure for birds is an elec- 
trically heated water fountain. Your 
local dealer in poultry supplies can 
sell you the needed equipment. 
Water is even more precious than 
food to birds during the winter. 

e Prevent snow damage: Tie the 
branches of juniper and arbor-vitae 
to the main stem so that the weight 
of heavy snows won’t break the 
branches. Be ready to shake off 
snow from other evergreens after 
a heavy fall. 

e Poison ivy: This is a good time 
to kill poison ivy as well as other 
unwanted woody plants. Mix 
2,4,5-T with kerosene or furnace oil 
and spray the stems for a distance 
of about 6 inches above the soil 
line. The 2,4,5-T moves into the 
bark, killing the entire plant. Tem- 
perature doesn’t affect the reaction. 

e Bulbs indoors: The bulbs which 
you planted outdoors in the cold 
frame last fall should be well rooted 
by now. Bring them in but don’t 
expose to warm temperatures yet. 
Keep them in a dark room at as 
close to 48° as possible until the 
shocts are at least 3 inches tall. 
Then move to full light and keep 
temperature below 60° if possible. 


Question of the Month 


Q. My pansies look wonderful 


when I put them in the cold frame | 
in the fall but they seldom survive | 


the winter. Do you have any sug- 
gestions to help save them? 

A. Your trouble probably lies in 
the way you handle the cold frame. 
Mulch the plants inside the frame 
with excelsior or other loose, airy 
material. Apply glass sash but raise 
the north side with a block about 2 
inches thick; this allows air to cir- 
culate. Cover glass with burlap or 
matting to keep out sun and keep 
plants at uniform temperature.®

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Southwestern 
gardeners rely 
on wildflowers 


by NANCY RICHEY RANSON 


HEN DROUGHT STRIKES and 

flowers wither in the ground, 
we Texan gardeners fall back on 
wildflowers. These “weeds” can 
amaze the beauty lover with the ex- 
otic, often high quality of their 
blossoms. True, some of these little 
wildings prefer the wild but others 
lend themselves happily to trans- 
planting and thrive on the added 
amounts of food and water that may 
come their way in a garden setting. 
Here in the Southwest we treasure 
such drought-tolerant plants as da- 
tura, yucca, snow-on-the-mountain, 
Penstemon cobaea, and the lavender 
wild bergamot. 

We skip the gaillardia, so fre- 
quently cultivated in gardens farther 
north, not because it lacks beauty in 
our eyes, but because we can enjoy 
the mass effect it stages in fields and 
along roadsides where it gives the 
impression of a huge Paisley shawl. 
Some gardeners plant bluebonnet 
(Lupinus texensis) in their gardens, 
but most Texans prefer the state 
flower in its wild habitat, carpeting 
wide stretches with deep sky-blue 
that looks as blue as the sky above. 

But Texas summers are blazing 
hot, and the coolness of white 
flowers in the. garden—white flowers 
that will not fold up during the heat 
of the day—is refreshing. The most 
reliable are datura (Jimson weed) 
and snow-on-the-mountain. 

The datura (also known as angel’s 
trumpet, devil’s trumpet, sweet 
nightingale) is poignantly fragrant 
when it opens soon after sundown. 
It continues to drench the night with 
a heavy perfume until morning, 
holding its great trumpet-shaped 
blooms open to invite moths to pol- 
linate it. Texans like to border their 
patios with this spectacular night 
bloomer. Many gardens so planted 
have been the scenes of enchanting 
home weddings. 

Snow-on-the-mountain belongs to 
the spurge family and is a cousin of 
the gorgeous poinsettia. Bordering 


a garden, it brings a look of dainti- 
ness and coolness. It is especially 
effective across a wide expanse of 
lawn, viewed from inside a glass 
partition or from a terrace just out- 
side the house. It is the plant’s white- 
margined bracts (not the insignifi- 
cant little center flowers) that give 
the effect of extensive plantings of 
white flowers. Plant the seeds of 
snow-on-the-mountain (or trans- 
plant a few of the wild plants from 
the hillsides) and be prepared to 
enjoy the beauty of the plants every 
year thereafter. Seeds drop when 
ripe and germinate the next season. 
The plants, accustomed to little rain 
and almost no nourishment, simply 
outdo themselves when given the 
same food and moisture other gar- 
den plants receive. Probably no 
other plant can give the gardener as 
much as this one does in return for 
minimum attention. 

Like the poinsettia, snow-on-the- 
mountain has a milky sap that flows 
when it is cut. If plunged immedi- 
ately into deep water, it will keep 
for days in an arrangement. Some 
flower arrangers burn the end of the 
stem as they do poinsettia stems, but 
this white spurge does well without 
this method of stopping the “bleed- 
ing.” Because of this exuding sap, 
Texan pioneers called this plant 
milkweed. So strong and stringent 
was the sap that ranchers frequently 
“branded” a cow by using the cut 
end of the stem as a branding iron. 

Yuccas (also called Don Quixote’s 
lance, Spanish-bayonet, soapweed, 
bear-grass and Adam’s needle) are 
favorites in Southwest landscaping. 
Hardy, tough, spectacular, even 
when not in bloom, they are ex- 
quisite when the tall panicles of 
creamy, bell-shaped flowers appear. 
Just one in a garden is a source of 
wonder and joy. One at a corner, or 
near a doorway, or beside a gate will 
give character and interest to the 
home. Scores in bloom on a wide 
semi-arid stretch are an unforget- 
table sight. There the reverent 
Mexican has another name for these 
blossoming plants: Our _ Lord’s 
candles, or lamps-of-the-Lord. 

Penstemon cobaea (also known as 
false-foxglove and wild-belladonna ) 
is a charming little wilding that en- 
joys hobnobbing with irises and 
other garden flowers. The pale lav- 
ender blossoms, tinged with purple 
and marked with darker lines, are 
bell-shaped, clustered on_ spikes. 
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The dainty flowers lend the same de- 
light to the garden as do larkspur 
and delphinium. 

Of all the members of the mint 
family, probably the most coveted 
in the garden is wild bergamot 
(Monarda fistulosa). It is valued for 
its feathery lavender flowers that 
give a mass effect to the bed. Also 
cultivated in some gardens is the 
purple horsemint. Like the gail- 
lardia, it is so common in the South- 
west that few gardeners cultivate it. 
Why bring it in when you can look 
over a fence and see gobs of it, as 
you can Indian-paintbrush, blue- 
bonnet, golden squawweed and 
others, one gardener queried? ; 

Native trees and shrubs are pop- 
ular in Southwestern landscaping. 
Both Cenizo (Leucophyllum_ tex- 
anum) and desert-willow (Chilopsis 
linearis) have lavender flowers that 
burst into bloom after a good rain 
or after an overnight soaking with 
the hose. 

Parkinsonia, commonly known as 
Ratama, Palo Verde and Jerusalem 
thorn, was called Lluvio de oro by 
the Spanish conquistadores because 
of the golden chains of blossoms 
decorating the trees in the spring- 
time. It is fine-foliaged and, with 
green trunk and limbs, is exquisitely 
decorative at all seasons.® 


Nancy Richey Ranson of Dallas 
started gardening in Virginia, 
from “Texan 100° temperatures, drought, 
tornado winds, blue northers, even early 
frosts and tropical downpours . . . we 
plant in black waxy gumbo soil that 
sticks to your feet like tar when wet.”

Plants Out-of- 
the-Ordinary

Orach or Mountain Spinach: May I 
suggest the red orach to searchers of 
unusual salads? There are three dis- 
tinct classes of orach: red, green and 
white. In the Thompson & Morgan 
(Ipswich, England) catalog you will 
find the variety MOUNTAIN GIANT 
Rep. An annual, it may grow to 5 
feet in height, the blood-red stems be- 
ing clothed in rather arrow-shaped 
leaves of the same color. This makes 
it an attractive ornament in the land- 
scape and the leaves are useful in 
flower arrangements. The young 
leaves, shredded, add a pleasing touch 
and a good flavor to raw salads, while 
the older leaves make excellent cooked 
“greens,” losing their red color in the 
cooking process. 

Helenium Copper Spray: While the 
breathtaking beauty of helenium Cop- 
PER Spray is fresh in mind, I should 
like to call your attention to this new 
perennial. During the two years that 
it has been growing here, it has made 
a favorable impression on me by a 
long-time production (from about 
August 10 to frost) of large (close to 
1% inches across) helenium flowers 
of an indescribable shade—a blend of 
copper, red and bronze. Like most 
heleniums, it is quite indestructible 
(if you keep a certain worm off it in 
spring). Our plants came from Inter-

New tools 
for 1960

) Syren THE PAST MONTH or more I 
have been receiving information 
from manufacturers on their new 
products for 1960. And I have 
visited several trade shows where 
the new products were on display— 
sometimes I even made my own tests. 
Here are a few of the new items you 
will find helpful in growing a bette: 
garden in 1960. 

Bolens Orbit Air—This rotary 
mower is especially new in design. 
The distinguishing exterior charac- 
teristic is a dome-shaped housing 
over the blade. Underneath this 
housing the grass clippings are re- 
tained and chopped over and over 
again, falling down between the 
grass blades as a mulch. A grass- 
catching bag can also be attached if 
you want the clippings for your 
compost heap. Bolens also has a 
fine line of two-wheel garden trac- 
tors, which appear to be gaining 
popularity again. 

Barco Selector Sprayer—With 
most hose-end sprayers there is still 
a small amount of mixing involved. 
Some water has to be added to the 
concentrated chemical. With the 
Selector Sprayer this is eliminated. 
The concentrated material is put in 
the jar—or you can attach the 
original bottlk—and an adjustment 
is made on the sprayer to the proper 
concentration. This is a new idea in 
hose-end sprayers and means a pos- 
sible saving in spray materials and 
in ease of application. It is made by 
Barco Mfg. Co., 119 Dewey St., 
Worcester, Mass. 

Garbo—In the strict sense this 
item is not truly a gardening prod- 
uct, but it certainly is a product for 
the homeowner.

Better Lawns 


Lawn grasses in Florida and how to grow them 


This month: by G. C. HORN 


LORIDA RESIDENTS are fortunate 
Fi: that they have several lawn 

grasses to select from. These 
grasses vary greatly in the care they 
require, growth habits and adapta- 
bility to environmental conditions. 
Each of these grasses finds a place in 
the Florida lawn picture. 

The six grasses adapted to Florida 
conditions are Bermuda grass (Cy- 
nodon dactylon), St. Augustine grass 
(Stenotaphrum secundatum), zoysia 
grass (Zoysia), centipede grass (Ero- 
mochloa ophiuroides), carpet grass 
(Axonopus compressus), and bahia 
grass (Paspalum notatum). 

In Florida, lawn grasses are sepa- 
rated according to the care they re- 
quire. Many people in Florida 
spend a great deal of time with their 
lawns. These are usually retired 
people with plenty of time, and to 
many of them cost is no object. The 
other extreme takes in those who 
desire a cever of grass with a mini- 
mum of effort, expenditure and time. 
The largest group is the one between 
these two extremes. These are the 
people who desire a nice lawn and 
are willing to spend a reasonable 
amount of money and time for its 
establishment and maintenance. 


The improved Bermuda grasses 
require a high level of maintenance. 
When texture, density, color and 
general appearance are considered, 
the Bermuda grasses (especially the 
newer ones) offer the ultimate in 
lawn perfection. 

The newer Bermuda grass varie- 
ties such as EVERGLADES #1, Or- 
MOND and TIFLAWN have to be 
established by sprigging. Seeding 
can’t be done because there is no 
seed available. A beautiful lawn can 
be obtained within six to eight weeks 
of sprigging (planting sprigs of

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grass, rather than using grass seed). 

Bermuda grasses withstand wear 
quite well and the diseases that do 
cause trouble are relatively easy to 
control. One major drawback is 
that it will not grow in shade. Also, 
it is not very tolerant of salt spray. 
The Bermuda grasses must be 
mowed frequently. They should be 
mowed every two or three days to 
avoid scalping. Frequent fertiliza- 
tions are also necessary. Since this 
grass is clipped very close (a reel 
type of mower is absolutely neces- 
sary) the root system usually is shal- 
low. Watering is necessary more 
frequently, due to this shallow root- 
ing. The grass is attacked by sod 
webworms, army worms and mole- 
crickets, none of which is too diffi- 
cult to control. 


St. Augustine grass requires a 
moderate level of maintenance. This 
is the most popular grass in Florida. 
Over 90 per cent of the lawns in 
south Florida and a high percentage 
in north and west Florida are St. 
Augustine grass. This grass has a 
good year-round color, especially in 
south Florida. It is tolerant of shade 
and salt spray—which is highly in 
its favor for coastal areas. The 
main reason for St. Augustine grass 
being in the moderate-maintenance 
instead of low-maintenance category 
is the chinch bug. This is a very se- 
vere pest, and in south Florida, over 
the past few years, it has caused 
tremendous damage. Chinch bugs 
are becoming harder to control each 
year. In some areas the cost of 
chinch bug control pushes St. Au- 
gustine grass into the high-level 
maintenance category. This pest 
alone has caused many to give up 
St. Augustine grass—the only grass 
that chinch bugs do much damage 
to. 

There are three varieties of St. 
Augustine grass available. The com- 
mon or “roselawn” type, BITTER 
BLUE, and the most recent, FLora- 
TINE. The latter is by far the best. 
However, there seems to be no re-

sistance in any of these grasses to 
chinch bug attack. 

The zoysia grasses have become 
popular in Florida in the past ten 
years. When properly managed, 
they are second only to Bermuda 
grass in appearance. Unfortunately 
much false publicity was given these 
grasses; claims were made that were 
completely incorrect, and many 
people discovered that zoysia grass 
was not what they had been led to 
expect. Nevertheless, they are ex- 
cellent lawn grasses for Florida and 
should be planted more extensively. 

Three major zoysia grasses are 
available in the state. Each has 
desirable characteristics. Zoysia 
matrella (Manila grass), Zoysia ja- 
ponica (Japanese lawn grass or 
MEYER zoysia) and EMERALD are 
the big three zoysias in Florida. The 
Manila grass selection is fine tex- 
tured and remains as green in the 
winter as St. Augustine grass. 

Meyer zoysia grass ‘is a wide- 
blade grass with a texture a little 
finer than centipede grass. It has 
a very outstanding appearance. 
Major problems are few. The great- 
est one is billbug damage; this insect 
appears to like zoysia grass better 
than other grasses. 

Emerald is a newer release (1955) 
that has a high degree of cold tol- 
erance. It spreads rapidly for a 
zoysia grass and has fine texture. 

The zoysia grasses are not both- 
ered to any extent by insects or 
diseases. They require frequent fer- 
tilization for best appearance, and 
withstand salt spray quite well. 
They are tolerant of normal shading. 
Mowing once a week or less is all 
that is required. The biggest dis- 
advantage is their high water re- 
quirement, due to the abundance of 
leaf surface and a fairly shallow 
root system. Once zoysia grass be- 
gins to wilt, water should be applied 
within twenty-four hours or it will 
more than likely die. 

Centipede grass is one requiring 
a low level of maintenance. It is the 
principal lawn grass of north and 
west Florida. Due to the chinch bug 
damage on St. Augustine grass, cen- 
tipede popularity is increasing in 
south Florida each year. The main 
disadvantage of centipede grass is its 
tendency to turn brown when the 
cold weather first appears. It usu- 
ally remains brown all winter. Cen- 
tipede grass requires very little 
fertilization and very little mowing. 


It does well on excessively well- 
drained soil, is deep rooted and ap- 
pears to do fairly well on poorly 
drained soil. This grass will stand 
normal shade but very little salt 
spray. It does not withstand wear to 
any great extent. 

Carpet grass does well only on 
poorly drained soil. It covers rapidly 
and has a texture a little finer than 
St. Augustine grass. Only sod web- 
worms cause any damage. It re- 
quires very little fertilizer. 

Pensacola bahia grass is probably 
the poorest of lawn grasses for 
Florida. It was borrowed from the 
pasture because it does well with 
little maintenance. It can be estab- 
lished from seed; however, coverage 
is very slow when seeded. Pensacola 
bahia grass has a very open type of 
growth. At best the density of grass 
is very poor. From a distance a 
lawn looks fine, but as you get close 
it looks less desirable. This grass is 
appealing to those who want a 
ground cover and a grass to keep the 
soil from washing. It is good for 
this purpose but leaves much to be 
desired for a good lawn. 

Once the variety of grass is se- 
lected, it is very important to pre- 
pare a proper seedbed for the grass 
and plant at the correct time. The 
best time to plant a lawn in Florida 
is in the spring and summer. This is 
when growing conditions are ideal 
and ample rainfall is general. If 
planted in the spring, most grasses 
will cover completely by fall. Falk 
planted grasses do not grow much 
until spring and weeds become a 
major problem. 

Many of the soils in Florida are 
sandy and very low in organic mat- 
ter. Incorporation of a good top soil 
high in organic matter, or even the 
addition of peat moss, is recom- 
mended. This will benefit the grass 
for many years to come. Organic 
matter holds water and nutrients 
(fertilizers) and provides a good 
habitat for soil micro-organisms that 
are necessary in a fertile soil. 

Mowing is very important in the 
early life of the grass. As soon as 
the grass is high enough to mow, the 
mowing should start. This will en- 
courage lateral growth and discour- 
age upright growth. A good rule to 
go by is to take half of the blade and 
leave half. Never should more than 
one-half of the grass blade be re- 
moved at one mowing. It would be 
too* great a shock to the grass.® 
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A small home greenhouse, or even a cold frame, is a great help in getting 


vegetables and annuals off to an early start. 


Notice how this greenhouse 


and tool house have been made an integral and attractive part of garden. 


Tendersweet Beet 


Description. Cylindrical shape of 
this beet makes it especially good 
for slicing and pickling. It was de- 
veloped in Denmark but has been 
tested in the United States for two 
years where it has given excellent 
results. Flavor is very sweet and 
flesh tender. Foliage has good color 
and flavor. 

How-to Hints. In addition to an 
early spring sowing, plan to sow 
again in late summer for fall use.

For salad lovers who 
prefer tender flavorful quality of 
Boston lettuce, the new SWEET- 
HEART is of special interest.

Asparagus Pea

This is a deep rasp- 
berry-red African-violet with large 
single blossoms and sturdy, heart- 
shaped foliage. Green leaves are 
suffused with red underneath. The 
plants bear flowers in abundance. 
Hybridized by Frank A. Tinari. 
How-to Hints. Remove all faded 
flowers by holding stem firmly and 
giving a sharp sidewise pull. Be 
certain that stem is removed at the 
crown or it will rot.

Variegated Philodendron 


Description. This unusual varie- 
gated philodendron is a mutation of 
the hybrid philodendron FLORIDA. 
The hybrid has creamy-white areas 
near the midrib of leaves whereas 
this mutation has even more white 
markings, sometimes covering more 
than half of the leaf. This is a vine 
type of philodendron that must be 
supported on a totem pole.

Scilla Violacea 


Description. This unusual bulbous 
scilla has succulent foliage covered 
with silver and interrupted by 
blotches of green; leaves are a glossy 
wine-red beneath. Small green and 
blue flowers are borne on spikes 
above foliage. Native to South 
Africa, this is not a new plant but 
the first time it has been generally 
available. 

How-to Hints. Grow indoors in 
good light, fairly cool temperature.

Silver Streak Hibiscus 


Description. SILVER STREAK hibis- 
cus has showy variegated leaves that 
are mottled and streaked in green 
and white. A rugged house plant 
even in unfavorable locations. The 
plant is not new, being grown out- 
doors in the Caribbean area, but 
this is first time plant has been 
widely distributed. 

How-to Hints. Grow in full sun or 
in good light. Needs lots of water.

More New Plants 


D Mepne-o are so quickly, easily 
and inexpensively grown from 
seed that one can indulge in new va- 
rieties to the heart’s content, Pe- 
tunias continue to intrigue the 
hybridizers. Some 1960 newcomers 
in the large-flowered grandiflora 
class include MAEsTRO (Pan-Ameri- 
can) with rose-red blooms and 
fringed petals; IMPERIAL PINK 
(Alpha), a clear medium pink; and 
IMPERIAL Rose (Alpha), clear me- 
dium rose, yellow throat. 

Double snapdragons attract more 
gardeners each year. HIGHLIFE and 
VeENus (both Burpee) are fully 
double with ruffled petals; the for- 
mer is cream with yellow lip, the 
latter a soft pink with yellow lip. 

For fortunate gardeners who find 
they can grow asters without being 
bothered by virus yellows, two new 
varieties are of interest; LITTLE 
QuEEN (Mandeville & King), an 
early-flowering dwarf 12 inches high, 


with flowers 2% to 3 inches across. 


in many colors; and CLINTON BLUE 
(Burpee), a 19-inch tall aster with 
fully double flowers 5 inches across. 

Zinnias, almost unequaled for 
their dependability, include LILAc 
TIME (Mandeville & King), a good 
lavender in the giant cactus-flow- 
ered group with flowers 4 to 5 
inches across on plants 22 feet tall; 
and HALo (Ball), a new strain of 
haegeana zinnias with uniform sin- 
gle reddish-brown flowers set off by 
a bright golden-yellow margin. 

From England come several 
worth-while annuals. Calendula 
PINK SURPRISE (Dobie) gives, as 
the name implies, a pink effect al- 
though the petals are a creamy- 
yellow with orange on the reverse 
side. Also from Dobie is salvia TOM 
THUMB, a dwarf 8 inches tall, with 
salmon-pink flowers; and cynoglos- 
sum SUMMER SKIES, an annual de- 
veloped from the biennial variety 
FIRMAMENT; flowers are bright blue 
on plants 16 inches tall. 

Carnations and England are often 
associated together. It is therefore 
appropriate that an English firm 
(Thompson & Morgan) should 
make available a species that has 
long been lost, Dianthus Knappi. 
Flowers are a bright sulfur yellow, 
an unusual color in this large genus. 


Vegetables are a gourmet’s delight 
when home grown. Watermelon 
Market Mipcet (Harris) is an 
early-maturing strain developed in 
New Hampshire. Fruit is small and 
of excellent flavor. Lovers of borsch 
will find two new beets for 1960: 
SWEETHEART (Farmer Seed), an 
extra-sweet beet obtained from 
crossing a sugar beet with a table 
beet; and HOUSEWIFE’s CHOICE 
(Dobie), particularly good for slic- 
ing because of its cylindrical shape. 

Roses can be seen in full color 
in many catalogs with excellent de- 
scriptions. The following is merely 
a check list of some new varieties. 

From Conard-Pyle, GOLDEN 
Girt, a grandiflora, and RoyAL 
VELVET, a hybrid tea. 

From Sequoia, two miniatures, 
Lo.Lipop and PINK HEATHER. 

From Peterson & Dering, the flor- 
ibunda CorRAL CROWN. 

From Jackson & Perkins four 
floribundas—BROWNIE, MALIBU, 
FIRECRACKER and LAVENDER PRIN- 
CEss; and two hybrid teas, PINK 
DucuHess and HAwAIl. 

From Roseway Nurseries comes 
PINAFORE, a coral-pink and white 
floribunda. 

From Wayside Gardens we have 
SCHNEEZWERG, a _ rugosa hybrid; 
SPARRIESHOOP, a pillar or shrub 
rose; five floribundas—Korona, 
OBERON, POULSEN’S PEARL, POUL- 
SEN’S SUPREME and RUDOLPH 
TiMM; and two hybrid teas, My 
Cuoice, which won an award for 
the Best-Scented British Rose of 
1958, and Dawn. 

Trees grow in value each year 
after they are planted. Where a 
small tree is needed, Magnolia 
soulangeana LILLIPUTIAN (Henry 
Field) is a good choice. It reaches 
only 15 feet at maturity and in 
spring is covered with flowers. For 
a large quick-growing tree that pro- 
vides dense shade consider SuUM- 
MERSHADE maple (Princeton). This 
is still not widely distributed but 
your local nurseryman may have it. 
The foliage is denser and greener 
than ordinary Norway maple and it 
is very drought-tolerant. 

Flowering shrubs find many uses 
on the home property. Deutzia 
PINK PoM Pom (Kelly) is a

small shrub which grows only 3 feet 
tall at maturity. In late May, many 
graceful stems are covered with 
shell-pink flowers. 

Two spireas, though not new, 
have been made generally available 
for the first time. Spirea arcuata 
(Wayside), rarely over 4 feet tall, is 
covered with small clusters of white 
flowers in early summer. Spirea 
compacta (Wayside) is dwarf and 
bushy and makes a good, low, 
flowering hedge. 

Camellia JimMMy JaAMEs (James 
Nursery) should be of special inter- 
est to northern gardeners as it has 
withstood temperatures down to 
zero. Color is pale orchid-pink. 

Potentilla SUTTER’s GOLD (Way- 
side) bears large, buttercup-yellow 
flowers above fernlike foliage. 


A robust flowering vine, clematis 
Mrs. P. T. JAMES (Wayside) bears 
double blue flowers in great pro- 
fusion. 

English ivy has many uses—as a 
ground cover, on a stone or brick 
wall, or as a house plant. Several 
forms have been made available. 
They are Hedera helix purpurea, 
rhombea, Caenwoodiana and BuT- 
TERCUP (all Wayside). 

Bearded iris are standbys in a 
perennial garden. Plan to add a few 
new varieties this year. Among the 
darker colors are Dark EcsTAsy 
(Lyon), a deep plum; MIDNIGHT 
WALTz (Lyon), deep purple; StL- 
VER RIM (Walter Marx), deep blue 
with silver edge; and ENCHANTED 
EVENING (Lyon), ruffled deep 
plum-purple. 

Light-colored iris include Drirt- 
ING CLouD (Lyon), a pure white; 
Frosty Kiss (Lyon), white plicata 
stitched with blue-violet; and DANCE 
OF SPRING (Lyon), ruffled, light 
creamy-yellow. Two blues are Lost 
RIVER (Eden Road), a bright hya- 
cinth-blue with ruffled petals, and 
Sweet Music (Lyon), a clear 
wisteria-blue. 

Iris collectors will be particularly 
interested in two hybrids of J/ris 
Douglasiana developed by Marion 
Walker, President of the American 
Iris Society. They are OJal a pastel 
mauve, and VIOLET ELF, a light vio- 
let (both from Lyon). 

Unusual in flower form are the 
spooned and horned iris from Rain- 
bow Gardens. In these the beard 
extends in a unique manner to give 
a “horn or spoon” effect. Varieties 
include SPOONED FANTOM, lilac and 


white; SPOONED PREMIER, crimson; 
Pink UNICORN, lilac-pink; HORNED 
TANGERINE, pinkish-lavender, and 
Lacy LANTERN, yellow. 

Two new oncobred iris are SCAR- 
LET BUTTERFLY (Rainbow), scar- 
let-red, and DEEP CRIMSON (Rain- 
bow), a rich crimson-red. 


In gladiolus there are three new 
ruffled varieties: BLUE HEAVEN, 
sky-blue, GOLDEN MARVEL, yellow, 
and RAMONA, lavender (all Cham- 
plain View). 

Two novel-colored day-lilies are 
still unnamed but can be ordered 
by number. They are #55-D-60, 
apricot with gold throat, and 55-D- 
100, salmon-rose with yellow throat 
(both from Walter Marx). Two 
yellows are ALICE DusTAN (Hem- 
knoll), named to honor one of 
FLOWER GROWER’S authors, a soft 
golden-yellow with very large 
blooms, and Invictus (Gilbert 
Wild), a saffron-yellow with touches 
of cinnamon. PINK FRILLS (Gilbert 
Wild) is a pale glowing pink 26 
inches tall. 

In tropical water-lilies we have 
(from Van Ness) Et Dorapo, a 
huge yellow, and ENCHANTMENT, 
a fragrant deep salmon-rose. From 
TRICKER there are three new red 
water-lilies: AMERICAN BEAUTY, 
Rep Star and Rio RITA. 


Lilies add distinction to the gar- 
den. Varieties are being developed 
with emphasis on vigor so that the 
average gardener will have success. 
Hybridized by Jan de Graaff and 
available in most garden stores and 
many mail order nurseries are sev- 
eral new lily strains: GOLDEN SUN- 
BURST, bright golden-yellow; SILVER 
SUNBURST, pure white with gold 
anthers and pollen; LIMELIGHT, soft 
lemon- or lime-yellow; and JAM- 
BOREE, pure white with crimson-red 
spots. VIRGINALE is a selection from 
Lilium auratum phatyphyllum. It 
is very vigorous with pure white 
petals marked with a golden stripe 
down the center. 

Caladiums are being developed in 
a wide range of new colors, patterns 
and leaf shapes. This is the plant 
supreme for shaded or partly shaded 
areas. Fourteen new varieties are 
being offered by Joyner’s this year. 

Dahlias are fast regaining the 
popularity they enjoyed years ago. 
LULA PATTIE (Comstock) is a huge, 
to 12 inches, pure white. PINK EcHo 
(Swan Island), a glowing pink 
striped and speckled with bright

Several rare peony species are 
now available in small quantities 
from Atha Gardens. These include 
the fern-leaved peonies Peonia 
tenuifolia rubra flora-plena, P. t. 
laciniata, P. t. latifolia, P. anomala 
and P. Smouthi. 

A pure yellow herbaceous peony, 
ORIENTAL GOLD (Smirnow) was 
brought to this country from Japan 
and is believed to be the only yellow 
peony in existence. 

Chrysanthemums, so appreciated 
in the fall when other flowers have 
gone, are available in a myriad of 
colors. In the well-known Bird 
series from Jackson & Perkins are 
five newcomers: PINK SISKIN, a 
large, cream-white; WESTERN 
BRANT, fiery red-orange; HORNED 
LarK, red with yellow toward the 
base; EVENING GROSBEAK, a new 
shade of yellow; and BROWN CRANE, 
Orange-tan with strawberry flush. 

From Bristol are four medium- 
tall varieties ranging from 20 to 28 
inches high. They are CHOCOLATE 
Drop, a waxen oxblood- to choco- 
late-maroon; MOONLIGHT SPOON, a 
primrose-yellow spoon that blooms 
by September 20; SPARKLING, rose- 
geranium pink; and FLAMING PIL- 
LAR, a brilliant scarlet with unusual 
pyramidal growth habit; flowering 
is late, after October 15. 

From A. Ladygo comes ELIza- 
BETH KOveRr, large 4-inch shell-pink 
flowers on 18-inch plants; and ANNA 
KOLLER, large orchid-purple on 
compact, 18-inch plants. 

From Lehman we have three Sep- 
tember-blooming chrysanthemums: 
HILDEGARDE, large, fluffy shell-pink; 
BRILLIANT, deep ruby-red; Cora 
Mist, coral-salmon, pompon. Flow- 
ering in August is AUGUST QUEEN, 
a double 4-inch pinkish-cream, 24 
inches tall. 

From Terrace View is Moon 
ROCKET, with satin red-purple flow- 
ers that cover the 26-inch plant in 
October. 

Perennial asters also provide val- 
uable late-season color. PURPLE 
PRELUDE is a deep red-purple 18 
to 24 inches tall; and LAVENDER 
Gown is deep lavender, 25 inches 
tall. Flowering is in July, August 
and September (both Walter Marx). 

Fruit from the home garden is 
pure ambrosia. Strawberry Cy- 
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CLONE (Henry Field) was devel- 
oped at the University of Iowa. It 
is very sweet, early bearing, pro- 
ductive and of good freezing quality. 
ScoTcH GRENADIER (Maynard Ja- 
cobson) was developed in Scotland. 
Berries are very firm, dark red, with 
excellent flavor. 

Apple Toprep DE Licious (Co- 
lumbia & Okanogan) is an excellent 
variety for home or commercial 
orchard. Fruit turns color early and 
ica deep red. Tree grows to 30 feet. 

House plant fanciers have a good 
list of new plants to choose from. 
Several new Ludwig and Warme- 
hoven amaryllis hybrids have been 
imported from Holland by Robert 
Goedert. (Ludwig varieties are also 
sold directly from Holland.) Among 
the hybrids are some unusual rose 
and salmor shades, as well as a 
dark red with a purple cast. 

A zonal geranium which can also 
be grown outdoors, BLAZE (Wilson 
Brothers) has red double blooms. 

Two fibrous-rooted begonias to 
grow from seed are F, hybrids 
JEWELITE and FLUSHING BABY 
(both George Park). The former 
has bronze-red leaves, and the 
flowers, ranging from scarlet to rose- 
pink, are double, semidouble or 
single. The later variety produces 
75% double flowers in light pink. 

Two pink African-violets are 
DANCING WATERS, double with 
white edge; and LYon’s New STAR 
PINK, a single star-shaped bloom in 
deep pink (both from Fischer). 

Philodendrons, those most relia- 
ble house plants, come in several 
new varieties. GOLDEN ERUBESCENS 
has large, golden-yellow, arrow- 
shaped leaves; BURGUNDY, a semi- 
self-heading (partial climber) va- 
riety has red stems and large leaves, 
maroon to dark green. Philoden- 
dron distantolobium has a filigreed 
leaf that holds itself erect (all from 
Alberts & Merkel). 

Peperomias take little room as 
their growth is compact. Three 
newly available species from Alberts 
& Merkel are Peperomia ornata, 
green leaves lined with maroon; P. 
verschafelti, bluish-green with wide 
silver bands; and P. maculosa, long 
narrow gray-green leaves with sil- 
very-green midribs.

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A plant lover describes 
six of his favorite plants 


by T. H. EVERETT 


N® PLANTS ARE THRILLING, but 
so are many old but little- 
known ones. And there are plenty 
of these. The few described here 
are all good, are all available in the 
American trade and are all worthy 
of being more commonly grown. 
A visit I made in October to Mr. 
E. C. Delafield’s estate in the River- 
dale section of New York City re- 
minded me that citrus fruits may be 
grown outdoors and ripened this far 
north. It emphasized, too, the great 
decorative merit of the hardy or- 
ange, Poncirus trifoliata. To fore- 
stall unwarranted assumptions, let 
me say right now that this citrus’s 
value as an ornamental is its chief 
merit; its fruits are quite inedible. 
But as a decorative shrub or small 
tree Poncirus trifoliata is of great 
interest and it should be better 
known. When I made my October 
visit, Mr. Delafield’s specimens were 
heavily laden with ripe fruits, minia- 
ture oranges, golden in color and 
delightfully aromatic. They measure 
about 2 inches in diameter and are 
seen to great advantage against their 
accompanying foil of leaves and 
stems. Before they ripen the green 
fruits are covered with a soft down. 
The fall is not the only time when 
the hardy orange displays itself to 
fine advantage. In May it bears 
miniature and wonderfully fragrant 
white orange blossoms in great pro- 
fusion. It is then a joy to have. 
Both in bloom and in fruit it offers 
possibilities for flower arrangers. 
Poncirus trifoliata is sometimes 
called Citrus trifoliata. It is a native 
of China and at maturity is a large 
shrub or small tree which forms a 
mass of interlacing branches and 
twigs that provide a stout barrier. 
The twigs and leaves are bright,

shining green, so glossy that they 
almost seem to have been varnished. 
Each leaf consists of three leaflets 
(hence the specific epithet trifoli- 
ata). The twigs are irregularly flat- 
tened, and just above each leaf there 
is a long, stout, formidable spine. 


This species loses its leaves in 
winter. It is easily increased by 
means of seeds. Although the vicin- 
ity of New York City is usually 
regarded as the practical northern 
limit for its cultivation, the late Dr. 
Alfred Rehder grew the hardy or- 
ange in a sheltered corner outdoors 
at his home in Jamaica Plain, Mas- 
sachusetts, for several years. In the 
South this species is sometimes 
planted as a hedge. 

Begonia Evansiana and its white- 
flowered variety, B. Evansiana alba, 
are the only begonias that are win- 
ter hardy outdoors in the vicinity of 
New York City. Both are charming 
and easy to grow, both are highly 
decorative. The fragrant flowers 
are pink or white and appear in 
summer and fall. Just why they 
are so infrequently cultivated is dif- 
ficult to say—probably because 
people don’t expect begonias to sur- 
vive Outdoors over winter in the 
North and so don’t seek these hardy 
kinds. 

Begonia Evansiana is a native of 
China and Japan. It has small tu- 
bers which should be planted an inch 
or so deep in well-drained soil that 
contains an abundance of decayed 
organic matter such as leaf mold, 
compost or peat moss. Throughout 
the growing season the soil should 
be always reasonably moist. A par- 
tially shaded location (to provide 
protection from the direct rays of 
the strong summer sun) is needed 
and when grown as far north as 
New York City the site should be 
fairly well sheltered and protected 
from the most searching winds of 
winter. B. Evansiana and its variety 
alba make good house plants, too. 

Xanthoceras sorbifolia is a fine 
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ornamental shrub or small tree that 
attains a height of 12 to 15 feet. In 
April or May it bears a profusion 
of erect racemes of white or almost 
white flowers each having a central 
eye that is first yellow or brownish 
but soon changes to crimson. The 
racemes are 6 to 10 inches long, the 
individual flowers about *% inch in 
diameter. 

The foliage of xanthoceras is 
beautiful. Its leaves, which develop 
at the same time as its flowers, are 
pinnate and about 10 inches long. 
Each has nine to nineteen leaflets, 
sharply toothed along their edges. 
The foliage is glossy and dark green 
and retains these qualities until 
autumn frosts cause it to drop. 

Xanthoceras sorbifolia is a native 
of northern China and is hardy at 
least as far north as Boston, Massa- 
chusetts. Of erect growth, its stems 
are stout and pithy. It is propa- 
gated by root cuttings and by seeds 
and succeeds in any ordinary soil 
that is well drained. It prefers a 
sunny location and is excellent when 
planted as a single specimen on a 
lawn. Its freedom from diseases and 
pests is a distinct asset. 


No hardy cactus is easier to grow 
than Opuntia compressa, a native of 
sandy dunes and prairies and of 
rocky soils from eastern Massachu- 
setts to southern Ontario and south- 
ern Minnesota and southwards to 
Georgia, Alabama and Missouri. 
This species, which has also been 
known by the names O. opuntia, 
O. vulgaris, O. humifusa and O. 
Rafinesquei, is an attractive plant 
for rock gardens, banks and other 
places where exposure to full sun 
and very porous, well-drained soil 
can be provided. It succeeds in soils 
so low in fertility that few other 
plants will prosper. This cactus is 
excellent for seaside gardens. 

Opuntia compressa is a low-grow- 
ing, spreading plant that forms 
broad mats. Its leaflike pads (really 
flattened stems that function as 
leaves) are egg-shaped or rounded 
and measure up to 5 inches in di- 
ameter. They are usually furnished 
with stout spines and sometimes 
with smaller, secondary spines but 
some forms of the species are spine- 
less or nearly so. When working 
around spined forms it is well to 
wear stout gloves because the 
barbed spines are easily detachable 
and readily insinuate themselves

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into human flesh to the great dis- 
comfort of the victim. To extract 
the spines is virtually impossible 
and relief is best obtained by shav- 
ing off the projecting portions of 
the offenders with a sharp razor. 
In July this cactus produces an 
abundance of upturned, bright yel- 
low flowers that often have reddish 
centers. The flowers measure 2 to 
3 inches in diameter and are very 
showy. Propagation of Opuntia 
compressa is by seeds and cuttings. 


Caladium Humboldti is the ac- 
cepted name of a splendid indoor 
foliage plant which nearly forty 
years ago I knew and grew as 
Caladium argyrites. It is still some- 
times offered under this latter desig- 
nation. A native of tropical Brazil, 
it is a dainty subject best suited for 
cultivation in a tropical greenhouse 
or in a terrarium. It differs from the 
more common fancy-leaved caladi- 
ums in being very much smaller 
and daintier in all its parts. Its 
pointed heart-shaped leaf blades are 
not more than 2 or 3 inches long 
and are held aloft on slender stalks 
two or three times the length of the 
leaf blades. The leaves are bright 
green, conspicuously and attrac- 
tively marked with white blotches. 

Caladium Humboldti is a tuber- 
ous plant and can be increased by 
division of the tubers at planting 
time in spring. aromas tubers 
may be grown in 3-inch pots. Three 
to five may be planted together in 
pans that are 4 to 6 inches in diam- 
eter. A rich porous soil with an 
abundance of leaf mold, humus or 
peat moss is most satisfactory. At 
first, after. planting, water should be 
applied sparingly but as leaves de- 
velop more generous supplies are 
needed and throughout the summer 
the soil must never be permitted to 
become really dry. After the recep- 
tacles are well filled with healthy 
roots weekly applications of dilute 
liquid fertilizer are beneficial. With 
the coming of fall, feeding should 
cease and supplies of water be grad- 
ually reduced. From November 
until February or March the tubers 
should be stored quite dry in the 
soil in which they grew. During its 
growing season, Caladium Hum- 
boldti requires a temperature of 65° 
to 75°, a moist atmosphere and 
shade from strong sun. When dor- 
mant, 60° to 65° is adequate.

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tural variety named. Hydrangea 
paniculata grandiflora, is a very 
well-known hardy shrub or small 
tree that blooms in late summer and 
fall. It is so frequently planted that 
it tends to be spurned by discrimi- 
nating gardeners, and not without 
some cause. Not only is it over- 
planted but it somewhat offends 
good taste by the grossness and 
heaviness of its huge,densely packed 
panicles of flowers which at first are 
white and later become greenish, 
pinkish and reddish. 

A far more meritorious plant than 
the peegee hydrangea is the natural 
species from which it is derived, the 
truly lovely Hydrangea paniculata. 

Hydrangea paniculata is as hardy 
as its variety grandiflora and resem- 
bles it in every way except in the 
character and appearance of its 
flower panicles. These latter are 
composed of numerous very small 
fertile flowers which form a more 
or less central conical core and, 
sticking out from this core, a smaller 
number of large, free-spaced, sterile 
blooms, each with four white or 
creamy-white petal-like sepals which 
with age become green and pink. 


The essential difference between 
the flower panicles of this plant and 
those of its variety grandiflora (the 
peegee hydrangea) is that those of 
the latter consist wholly of large 
sterile flowers packed closely to- 
gether, forming a very heavy truss 
of bloom, whereas those of the 
Hydrangea paniculata consist of two 
types of flowers of which only a few 
are large and sterile; they are dis- 
played to being crowded. 

Hydrangea paniculata attains a 
height of from 15 to 25 feet and 
forms a framework of strong trunks 
or branches. The flower panicles are 
borne at the ends of shoots of the 
current season’s growth and are 12 
to 18 inches long. Like the peegee 
hydrangea, this original species 
thrives in a variety of soils but does 
best in one that is fairly fertile and 
moderately moist. It will grow in 
part shade but blooms most satis- 
factorily in full sun. Propagation is 
most practically effected by means 
of leafy summer cuttings or by leaf- 
less hardwood cuttings taken in fall. 
Pruning, to restrain the size of the 
bush, is done in winter or early 
spring and consists of cutting back 
the shoots of the previous year to 
an inch or two of their bases.®

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fingernail-sized leaves. The leaves 
form a hanging veil which serves as 
a background for the clusters of 
little white flowers. I have dubbed 
it the baby’s breath tradescantia 
and it delights everyone who sees it. 

The tradescantia that is sold un- 
der the name of WHITE GOSSAMER 
has green leaves, swathed with 
downy white hairs, which mature 
to tones of pink and lavender. When 
grown in sun it is a free bloomer, 
bearing blossoms of rich orchid 
with yellow stamens. 


Resembling tradescantia but be- 
longing to a different genus is Set- 
creasia purpurea, a_ purple-leaved 
fast-growing sunlover with trailing 
habit of growth. 


Moses-in-the-bullrushes, Rhoeo 
discolor, is prized for its purple- 
backed foliage and flowers borne 
in little cradles. It is a rampant 
wildling in the limestone soil of 
Jamaica, British W. Indies. R. dis- 
color vittata is rarer and more strik- 
ing, with brilliantly striped leaves. 


Camellias are tempting plants for 
the greenhouse. Gardeners who 
start with them often become so 
absorbed that they grow nothing else 
for many years. Camellias require 
the smallest amount of heat—any- 
thing above freezing is safe—and 
night temperatures above 50° are 
wasteful if not actually harmful. 
One even hears of venerable speci- 
mens flowering yearly in unheated 
greenhouses. Pests are negligible 
and the main attention can be 
limited to intensive feeding—at time 
of potting and during the season of 
bud formation. An acid soil rich in 
compost with feedings of high nitro- 
gen fertilizer are the rules. By using 
large containers repotting is needed 
only at infrequent intervals. 


The cool house, 50° at night or 
even less, is now given over to 
azaleas, cinerarias from spring seed- 
ing and cyclamens sown the previous 
spring. These share space with the 
cool-loving garden annuals—calen- 
dula, sweet-alyssum, lobelia, wax 
begonia, impatiens, pansy and the 
greenhouse strains of snapdragon, 
stock, didiscus and carnation. Cer- 
tainly the gem of the cool house is 
a pot of cymbidium with its incom- 
parably beautiful spike of orchid 
blooms just now unfolding.®

In the house, I looked with amaze- 
ment as Mr. Schirmer ran through 
the sheaf of orders he had men- 
tioned.

improved SHADE TREES 


MPROVED SHADE TREES are re- 
| ceiving a large share of exciting 

space and color in the “new” 
sections of spring nursery catalogs. 
There are fewer new trees than there 
are new roses, flowers and vege- 
tables, but the expanding programs 
of leading nurseries in many parts 
of the country are developing new 
and improved shade trees that will 
bring generations of beauty to all 
landscapes. 

The search for a new tree may 
take more years of testing and acres 
of growing land than the selective 
breeding of herbaceous plants. Some 
of the new trees described here have 
been chosen as the best of more than 
100,000 of their kin. 

Discovering a “different” tree is 
simple—a walk in almost any wood- 
land will find variations in the leaves 
or crowns of many native trees. 
However, these “different” trees 
may not be better trees, but only 
oddities of limited value.

Professional nurserymen insist 
that a new tree must be distinctly 
better than existing trees. It may be 
more resistant to insects, diseases or 
storms; its roots may grow more 
deeply below lawns or sidewalks; 
the branches may be more erect, or 
spreading, than usual; it may have 
colored, denser or lighter foliage; or 
it may be free of thorns or untidy 
seeds. Since a tree will rarely re- 
produce each of its desirable fea- 
tures in all its seedling progeny, 
pieces of the tree itself must be used 
to form new trees. 

Some of the trees listed here, like 
the CHRISTINE BUISMAN elm, will 
form new tops from pieces of its 
roots. THEVE’s Lombardy poplar 
can be grown from branch cuttings. 
Most new trees are reproduced by 
the budding process—a twig bud 
and a bit of bark are grafted onto a 
seedling of the tree or one of its 
close relatives. This is a slow and 
expensive method of increasing the 
numbers of a new tree, but it is a 
sure way of preserving all the de- 
sirable characteristics of the new 
form as each grafted tree is a grow- 
ing copy of its parent. 

Home gardeners receiving these 
bud-grafted trees will notice a crook 
or elbow at the base of the trunk 
just above the roots. In most parts 
of the country this crook should be 
planted a few inches below the sur- 
face of the soil to prevent unwanted 
sucker growths. In some isolated 
cases, especially on the West Coast, 
it is advisable to plant with the 
crook above ground as a precaution 
against root rots. Check your local 
nurseryman or county agent. 

Here is a list of some of the newer 
shade trees that are winning new 
friends in the gardens of the nation: 

The honey locust, Gleditsia tria- 
canthos, has been a favorite of 
horticulturists for many years. Its 
attractions included strong branches,

a wide head and feathery filtered 
shade. The treemen’s enthusiasm 
did not rub off on home gardeners, 
who disliked the multiple-pronged 
thorns—up to 8 inches long—and 
the untidy seed pods which littered 
the lawn for months each year. 

The leaflets of the honey locust 
slip out of sight among the lawn 
grasses. This near-freedom from 
raking is welcomed by some but re- 
gretted by others who depend on 
tree leaves for their compost piles. 
Annual growth of 4 to 6 feet a year 
is common, and the wood is stronger 
than most other fast-growing trees. 

Honey locust seedlings may vary 
from their parents in many ways. 
Years of observation and testing of 
some of these seedlings have re- 
sulted in more new and better trees 
from the honey locust family than 
from any other tree. 

BEATRICE locust has a history of 
seventy-five years in its home town 
of Beatrice, Nebraska. The broad

crown is widest at the top, like the 
American elm. It is reported to 
have no thorns and few scattered 
seed pods. 

MorAINE locust (Plant Patent 
836) is probably the most publicized 
new tree in history. It was the out- 
standing tree among thousands that 
were studied for nineteen years at 
the Siebenthaler Company nursery. 
It develops a graceful elm-like arch- 
ing crown of branches that have no 
thorns or seed pods. Its leaves are 
light but cool, and they do not inter- 
fere with the good growth of under- 
lying lawns. 

Young trees of the MORAINE 
locust begin an awkward spread very 
quickly, and they do not produce 
the central leader which some folks 
expect in a young tree. Prospective 
owners Of MORAINE locusts should 
be reassured that the early, one- 
sided shape will grow quickly into 
symmetrical beauty. Staking and 
tip-trimming will speed the forma- 
tion of the mature shape. 

SHADEMASTER locust (Plant Pat- 
ent 1515) has an erect leader and 
fast-growing lateral branches which 
give an upright symmetry unusual 
in honey locusts. It transplants 
easily and safely, and the roots grow 
down into the soil without compet- 
ing with lawns or walks. Its foliage 
is dark green, resistant to pests, and 
it clings to the tree until late in the 
fall. There are no seed pods or 
thorns. SHADEMASTER was selected 
from thousands of trees observed 
by Princeton Nurseries, whose 


wholesale operations supply local 
nurseries and garden centers. 

SUNBURST locust (Plant Patent 
1313) promises to become the best 
yellow-leaved tree for the temperate 
zone. It was the first introduction of 
a group of thornless honey locusts 
selected from more than 10,000 
seedlings at The Cole Nursery. The 
head is wide and spreading and the 
new young leaves have a bright yel- 
low-to-gold color. As the leaves 
reach full size they become rich 
green, but the younger leaves dur- 
ing the summer continue to “blos- 
som” out in bright yellow. It is 
reported to be free of seed pods. 

SKYLINE locust (Plant Patent 
1619) is another Cole selection. 
The leaves are exceptionally dark 
green when mature but a distinct, 
ornamental reddish-bronze when de- 
veloping. The tree is compact with 
a narrow pyramidal shape. 

IMPERIAL locust (Plant Patent 
1605) was chosen by Cole for its 
unusually straight central leader. 
The branches form strong right- 
angled forks that resist storm dam- 
age. The foliage is more dense than 
most honey locusts and the leaves 
are a fresh green color. 

The maple family has supplied 
American landscapes with more 
species and varieties of good shade 
trees than any other tree group. 
Three species have been planted 
more frequently than others: the 
sugar (Acer saccharum), the Nor- 
way (Acer platanoides), and the 
swamp red (Acer rubrum). Most

maples are resistant to serious in- 
sects and diseases and they often add 
2 to 4 feet of new growth annually. 

Gulf Stream’s Nurseries’ distri- 
bution of the European CRIMSON 
KING Norway maple (Plant Patent 
735) following World War Il 
brought all-summer red foliage to 
home landscapes. It has received 
wide and enthusiastic acceptance. 
The glossy crimson young leaves 
mature into a deeper summer color

all over its broad rounded crown. 
CRIMSON KING grows more slowly 
than most green-leaved maples, but 
it is beautiful to look at even before 
it is big enough to cast a large 
shadow. It promises to replace the 
older Schwedler maple whose early- 
season red leaves mature as green. 

FASSEN'S BLACK maple is another 
red-leaved Norway maple which 
holds its color all summer. 

SUMMERSHADE maple (Plant Pat- 
ent 1748) is the finest of more than 
120,000 Norway maples studied at 
Princeton Nurseries. Its leaves are 
darker and larger than most Norway 
maples and they are more leathery 
and resistant to windburn and in- 
sects. It has a central leader, with 
side branches growing more erectly 
than usual. It grows faster than 
most of its kind. 

SCANLON red maple (Plant Pat- 
ent 1722) was discovered in 1947 
as a narrow, compact individual of 
the swamp red maple. The dense 
tree was 35 feet tall, and only 16 
feet wide. The leaves are large and

autumn. Its narrow crown will 
bring fresh coolness and beauty to 
many street plantings. 

Affection for the elm in the latter 
part of its 60-million-year history 
has been dimmed in some neighbor- 
hoods by attacks of diseases and 
insects. The elms crossbreed pro- 
lifically and many hybrids are being 
studied by nurserymen who are 
looking for trouble-resistant types. 

CHRISTINE BUISMAN elm is a fast- 
growing tree introduced by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture as being resistant to the 
Dutch elm disease. Unfortunately, 
in the eastern states its foliage is 
enjoyed by both elm leaf and Japa- 
nese beetles. 

AUGUSTINE ASCENDING elm is a 
copyrighted newcomer, thirty-three 
years old. It brings a new shape to 
the family and a most’ encouraging 
resistance to both the Dutch elm and 


| the phloem necrosis diseases. Its 


narrow crown, parallel sides, extra- 
large leaves and strong wood first 
attracted attention. It is reported to 


have deep roots and a resistance to | 


storm damage. 

HAMBURG Hyprip elm is believed 
to be a hybrid of either the Ameri- 
can or the red elm and an Asiatic 
species. 
mon elm diseases. Its growth is 
rapid and its leaves are larger than 
most elms, thus giving cooler, deeper 
shade. 

IMPROVED COOLSHADE elm va- 
riety Primus (Plant Patent 1747), 
introduced last spring, is the first 
hybrid elm to be patented. It is one 
of the few elms to maintain a central 
trunk right through its crown. The 
shape is broad and oval rather than 
broad and spreading as in most of 
the American elms. It is expected 
to reach 50 feet in height. 

The black locust, Robinia pseudo- 
acacia, has for centuries supplied 
the nation with strong shipmasts and 
durable fence posts but only a few 
popular landscape trees. It may 
grow 3 feet in a year and its fra- 
grant, creamy-white flowers brighten 
late spring landscapes. Wayside 
Gardens have recently imported sev- 
eral interesting varieties from Hillier 
and Sons in England. 

Robinia pseudoacacia fastigiata 
forms a columnar head very rapidly. 
It is free of thorns and makes a 
narrower tree than the common

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Lombardy poplar. It promises to 
grow quickly into a green wall about 
40 feet high. 

The variety FRIEsIA has orange-to- 
yellow leaves, bolder than most of 
its family. Branching is wide and 
graceful and growth appears mod- 
erately rapid. It was discovered by 
chance in Holland, described in 
1952, and came to Wayside Gardens 
from Hillier and Sons. 

TORTUOSA is a slow-growing va- 
riety with a central trunk supporting 
the branches that are twisted and 
picturesque. It has been known for 
more than 150 years. 

Small home properties, overhead 
wires and congested buildings often 
limit the spread which trees can de- 
velop safely, so there is always in- 
terest in narrow, upright trees. 

THEVE’s Lombardy poplar was 
brought to this country by Inter-state 
Nurseries from the Experiment Sta- 
tion at Morden, Manitoba. It is 
reported to have denser branching 
than the better-known Lombardy 
poplar. Its resistance to canker and 
other diseases promises to make it a 
more beautiful and a much longer 
lasting tree. 


TALLHEDGE columnar buckthorn 
(Plant Patent 1388) is a thornless 
column of green foliage up to 15 
feet tall. It may be pruned into 
hedges as low as 4 feet and its re- 
sistance to city fumes will widen its 
territory that already includes most of 
the colder regions. Berries that 
spend the summer changing from 
green to pink and red will mature in 
the autumn as glossy black. 

Moralne ash (Plant Patent 1768) 
is an improved form of Fraxinus 
holotricha selected by the Sieben- 
thaler Company. Its desirable 
characteristics include a 40-foot ma- 
turity, smooth bark and only a few 
small seeds. The olive-green leaves 
hold onto the branches longer than 
on most ash trees in the fall. 

The life and the pleasure to be 
expected from a tree will be in- 
creased when the best tree is chosen 
for each spot. Large trees will pro- 
vide more beauty and shade than 
smaller ones, but if they must be 
pruned heavily to keep them clear 
of wires, buildings and traffic they 
will be less attractive than smaller 
ones. Different kinds of.trees, even 
in the same family, may vary in their 
response to dry or moist soils; some 
may tolerate more wind, sun or 
shade than other kinds.®

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SALVIAS—not fussy, 
yet so rewarding!

OR A LONG TIME the mere mention of the word 
P esavic” has evoked mental pictures of only the 

commonly grown, fiery red scarlet sage. True, 
scarlet sage is an important member of the distinguished 
and comprehensive salvia genus, but it is one of the 
more temperamental members which—unless given spe- 
cial consideration—finds it difficult to live harmoni- 
ously with its lovely relatives or with other garden 
flowers because of its color. 


Recently we have become aware of the value, in the 
wide range of foliage, flower colors and plant forms, 
among the long list of annual and perennial salvias. 
Today one may choose species from 10 inches to 5 
feet tall. The colors, on one side of the spectrum, 
range from white through cream, pink, salmon, coral, 


light and deep reds, scarlet and maroon. On the other 
side—and most valuable of all—are the pure blues 
from the atmospheric pastels to deep glowing sapphires 
in perennial species. Also clear and lovely are the vio- 
lets and rich purples. Both annual and perennial species

will bloom through summer until frost with only the 
simplest treatment. All can be grown easily from seed; 
many perennials and all annuals will flower the first 
season. Both plants and seeds of most sorts are readily 
available and are inexpensive. 


In my West Virginia garden, a small collection of 
salvias has been a continuous joy through the summer 
and fall. Always a dominant note in the border is 
Salvia Pitcheri (S. azurea grandiflora). Plants grow to 
almost 6 feet. Foot-long terminal spikes and additional 
spikes along the branchlets bear azure-blue flowers. 
Long, wiry stems are well foliaged with aromatic narrow 
grey-green leaves. S. Pitcheri indigo is deeper in tone— 
a rich sapphire-blue. Both sorts provide graceful and 
colorful detail to arrangements of cut flowers. In the 
garden they are a delight in combination with the pale 
pink phlox CoLumMBiA, such gladiolus as PINK ELE- 
GANCE or LORETTE, or with white phlox, snowy pe- 
tunias, white or yellow chrysanthemums. S. Pitcheri 
blooms from July until frost—and after, since I often

SALVIA FARINACEA, OR MEALYCUP SAGE, 
is a beautiful plant with tall spikes 
which qualify it particularly for ar- 
rangements. When dried, it retains its 
blue color. Though technically a per- 
ennial, it is a half-hardy annual in 
cold-winter regions; the plant will live 
over in climates where winters are 
mild, provided it gets protection. It 
grows 22 to 3 feet tall and its num- 
bers of slim racemes are clustered with 
misty blue flowers. Hybrids in other 
shades of blue are available, and there 
is even a white-flowered variety. It 
blooms for about two months in the 
late summer. One can gather bouquets 
to his heart's content, for it will readily 
produce new flower stalks to replace 
those lost in cutting.

Salvia haematodes is a new hardy 
species, a lovely addition to the 
short list of blue flowers. More erect 
than S. Pitcheri, it sends stems to 


3 feet from basal rosettes of leaves. - 


Masses of cool-looking, lavender- 
blue bloom are a delight to see— 
and to cut—during hot summer 
months. 


A very recent introduction (1957) 
is Salvia superba PURPLE GLORY. 
The flowers are a deep purple with- 
out the slightest hint of objection- 
able red. The growth of the plant 
resembles that of the upright types 
of veronica. From its bright green 
basal leaves rises a profusion of 
12-inch spikes of bloom. At ma- 
turity the plant will reach 2% feet. 
Its compact growth and superb color 
nominate it for mass effects in the 
border, for dramatic accents among 
shrubbery and for brilliantly toned 
foundation plantings. 

Always well liked is Salvia argen- 
tea. Technically a biennial, this 
species forms rosettes of 8-inch long 
woolly silvery leaves. Yard-high 
stems bear white, cream, pale rose 
or lavender flowers. The foliage is 
unusual and very decorative. 

All the fleshy-rooted varieties 
of Salvia pratensis are very hardy 
and highly desirable for color in the 
foreground of the border. Usually 
they grow to about 2 feet. Their 
abundance of bloom is amazing. 
The numerous spikes are closely 
packed with inch-long flowers in 
rosy-pink, pure white or blue ac- 
cording to variety. The wrinkled 
foliage—lightly spotted with red— 
adds interest to this species and is 
much prized by flower arrangers. 


Other hardy salvias ‘are the rock 
garden species: S. Jurisici, a native 
of Serbia, which grows to only 9 
inches and bears violet blooms; 
S. glutinosa (3 feet) with hairy foli- 
age and large pale yellow flowers. 
The Oriental species S. virgata (5 
feet) is virtually everblooming with 
inch-long blue-violet flowers in large 
panicles. Seldom grown—and one 
of the most imposing—is the Afri- 
can species S. dichroa magnifica (3 
feet), with foot-long racemes of 
large, deep blue flowers, each with 
a white lip. 


All of these tall species should be 
staked to prevent their brittle stems

Annual salvias are legion. Sev- 
eral are listed as half-hardy peren- 
nials and will persist in warm 
climates or with protection over 
several years. For early bloom, an- 
nual salvia seed should be started in 
a sunny window indoors. Many va- 
rieties of perennial salvia will bloom 
the first year if seed is started early 
indoors. 

In the group of salvias listed un- 
der the name of scarlet sage (S. 
splendens) are many different va- 
rieties. Some grow only 6 inches tall 
while others reach 3 feet. Almost all 
shades of red are to be found in this 
species. A few hybrids of Salvia 
splendens are BONFIRE (2 feet),

tinuously until frost; SCARLET 
PycmMy (6 inches), a round globe 
of glowing red—nice for edging. 

Earliest of all annual red salvias 
is S. coccinea (2% feet); its seed 
may be sown outdoors where plants 
are to stand. A low salvia, listed in 
catalogs as baby salvia (S. micro- 
phylla), is both a nice pot plant and 
a fine garden flower. The white- 
bracted buds open to carmine flow- 
ers amid dark green foliage. It is 
often grown for holiday decoration 
because of its conspicuous Christ- 
mas colors. 


Other delightful colors and com- 
binations of tones have become 
available in annual salvias. ROSE 
FLAME’s coral-rose shade harmo- 
nizes pleasingly with such blue an- 
nuals as lobelia and ageratum. 
SALMON QUEEN grows only to 15 
inches; BURGUNDY to 18 inches with 
deep maroon flowers; WHITE FIRE 
is an exquisite creamy-white—very 
nice for cutting. NEW HARMONIES 
contains many pastel tints. S. hor- 
minum species are interesting in all 
colors—lilac, violet-blue, purple— 
and especially the new raspberry- 
pink Pink SuNpDAE. The colored 
bracts accent the less conspicuous 
bloom. 

Among the blue-flowered annual 
kinds are S. farinacea (mealycup 
sage), with tall spikes of misty blue 
flowers, and S. farinacea BLUE BED- 
DER with close whorls of deep-blue 
flowers ascending its tall stems. 
Both sorts are beautiful garden sub- 
jects. You start the mealycup sage 
from seeds planted indoors. Seeds 
sown outside are slow to produce 
flowers in cold climates. 


Salvia patens is a gem and differ- 
ent in flower from other species in 
the same category. Individual bloom 
often is 2 inches long with broad 
tubular petals of the most heavenly 
blue imaginable. The foliage is rich 
green and arrow shaped. Many 
flowers appear on the center spike 
and in secondary spikes along the 
branches. 

Both perennial and annual sal- 
vias grow well in ordinary soil of 
medium richness; too rich soil pro- 
duces leggy rather than compact 
growth. Since most salvia species 
are of tropical origin, they need full 
sun, though a few annuals will flower 
in a semishady recess. Little atten- 
tion is needed.®

Remember the taste of garden-fresh peas? 
They’re hard to find in today’s markets, 
so why not grow your own—this new way 


by W. A. LIDDELL 


or English peas, as they are 

called in some areas—have 
largely disappeared from our metro- 
politan supermarkets, thanks to the 
economics and technology of mod- 
ern agriculture. While commercially 
canned and frozen peas are fine, 
there is nothing to compare with 
garden-fresh peas—and your best 
chance of having them these days is 
to grow them in your own back- 
yard garden. 

Fortunately, this is not so com- 
plicated as you may have been led 
to think. Armed with a little knowl- 
edge, you can avoid much of the 
laborious digging of trenches, set- 
ting of brush or stringing of wire, 
and still produce yields that will 
make the perfectionists shake their 
heads in envy. Here are some point- 
ers, gleaned from ten years in a 
back-yard pea patch. 

Any reasonably well-drained soil 
is suitable for peas. They prefer a 
neutral pH (acidity-alkalinity level) 
and respond well to a high level of 
fertility. So, use a liberal amount of 
fertilizer, either broadcast before 
preparing the soil or in bands along 
the rows at planting time—40 
pounds of 5-10-5 per 1,000 square 
feet should be enough. 


| eee GREEN PEAS—garden peas 


Nodule-forming bacteria are im- 
portant for good pea crops. If you 
have never had much luck with peas, 
it may be desirable to inoculate the 
seed with one of the commercial 
bacteria cultures which come as a 
black dust. You can buy a small 
packet for a few cents from the same 
mail order firm you get your seeds 


from. The bacteria remain in the 
soil for years, living on the roots of 
peas and related crops and convert- 
ing nitrogen from the air into a form 
beneficial to plant growth. 

The main object in growing peas 
in your back yard is to produce max- 
imum yields of high-quality peas in 
the smallest area with a minimum of 
effort. Given these requirements, 
you will get an optimum plant popu- 
lation and yield by growing your 
peas in double rows, about 6 inches 
apart. Leave about 3 feet between 
each pair of rows and space seeds 
so you will have twelve plants per 
foot in each row. Sow seeds in a 
2-inch furrow made with your hoe. 
It is really unnecessary to trench. 

At this rate, half a pound of seed 
will plant 50 to 60 feet of double 
row and will yield about a bushel 
of pods, or about 6 quarts of shelled 
peas. This is equivalent of fifteen to 
twenty small packages of frozen 
peas. These figures are averages 
and will vary widely depending on 
the variety used, the fill of the pods, 
weather and soil conditions, insect 
injury, and plant diseases. 


One of the reasons given for 
planting in trenches is that by pre- 
paring the soil in the fall you can 
plant your seed on the first warm 
day in early spring. While planting 
time is indeed a crucial factor in 
growing peas, it is well to recognize 
that peas don’t grow at all until the 
temperature of. the soil is at least 
40°, and that they grow slowly until 
the soil temperatures reach the 60's. 
This means that a difference of a 
week or ten days in planting time

when the soil is cold may be reduced 
to a difference of only a few days— 
or even hours—at harvest time. So, 
don’t worry if you can’t get your 
peas planted on Washington’s Birth- 
day (in the South), or St. Patrick’s 
(in the Middle States), or Patriot’s 
Day (In New England). 

But on the other hand, don’t wait 
until Memorial Day! The time re- 
quired for a pea plant to mature is 
directly affected by the rate at which 
the plant accumulates units of tem- 


| perature during the growing period. 


This number of units is fairly con- 
stant for each variety. Seeded in late 
spring, a pea plant will reach ma- 
turity before maximum growth is 
attained and the yield will be small, 
perhaps only a pod or two per plant. 
Peas make their best growth during 
that period of eight or ten weeks be- 
tween the end of winter weather and 
the onset of the hot days and nights 


| of late spring or early summer. So 
| you can plant your peas as soon as 


the soil can be worked after the frost 


| leaves the ground; however, you can 


wait a couple of weeks at least, if 


| you happen to hit a streak of rainy 


weekends. The earlier you plant 
late-maturing varieties, like ALDER- 
MAN, the better. With early-matur- 
ing varieties you have more leeway. 


There are several ways you can 
spread your harvest period. One is 
to make a succession of plantings of 
the same variety. If you do this, 
keep in mind the point that a differ- 
ence of days at planting time in cold 
weather may be reduced to a differ- 
ence of hours at picking time. 

Another way is to plant several 
varieties of different maturity on the 
same day. Maturity dates are usu- 
ally given in the catalog or on the 
seed package. These dates are rela- 
tive and are only for comparison. 
They will vary, depending on the 
time of planting and existing weather 
conditions. 

Is a brush support really neces- 


| sary? Speaking as one who has put 


up more than his share of brush, 


| chicken wire and twine trellises, my 


answer is a blunt “No!” There are 
plenty of varieties that can be grown 
without supports. Some may be a 
little easier to pick if grown on 
brush or wire, but the difference 
hardly justifies the effort or expense. 
And then there are the tall indeter- 
minate-vined varieties, like ALDER- 
MAN, which you had jolly well better 


provide with supports, or else you'll 
find yourself in a wrestling match at 
picking time! 


If you plant in double rows, leav- 
ing 3 feet between pairs, most 
varieties are entirely manageable at 
harvest time, even though grown 
without supports. 

It usually takes about twenty-one 
days from the time blossoms appear 
until the pods are ready to pick. So 
be patient! Don’t rush out to pick 
your first meal the minute you see 
six plump pods. The chances are 
you'll find only a few more ready 
for picking. Wait a couple of days 
until the second and third pods on 
each plant are ready. 

With dwarf varieties it is question- 
able whether you should bother with 
more than one picking. If you wait 
until the youngest pods have begun 
to fill and then strip the vines of all 
pods, you'll find that the picking is 
easier and quicker because you don’t 
have to keep debating with yourself 
whether this or that pod is ready. 

If you are growing peas only for 
the table, spread your harvest over 
several days by picking only part 
of a row at a time. If you are pick- 
ing for the freezer, by all means 
harvest the pods only once, when 
the top pods have started to fill. 
You may lose a few, but the num- 
ber will be insignificant compared 
with the expenditure of time in pick- 
ing the row two or three times. 


If the pea aphid could be abolished 
by an Act of Congress, you could 
almost grow peas in your sleep. 
This villain is the one serious pest 
afflicting an otherwise easy-to-grow 
crop. Left to their own devices, 
however, pea aphids can reduce your 
pea patch to a shambles in a very 
few days. 

They appear first as tiny green 
winged insects, flying about among 
the plants on the first really warm 
days of spring. Later there appears 
a wingless form, which lives on the 
underside of foliage and pods, par- 
ticularly in the younger parts of the 
plant, sucking the plant’s vital juices. 

The aphid is most dangerous, 
however, in its winged form. In this 
stage each insect may carry one or 
more of half a dozen virus diseases, 
picked up from clover and other 
wild host plants. These diseases are 
passed on to the pea plants every 
time the insect stops to feed. Within

a few days the symptoms appear— 
stunted growth and twisted, dis- 
colored stems, foliage and pods. 
When the symptoms begin to ap- 
pear, the fat’s in the fire. 

The only control for these dis- 
eases is to knock out the aphids 
before they get started. When the 
first aphid appears it’s not a minute 
too soon to begin dusting with ma- 
lathion, which fortunately gives good 
control. Repeat at weekly intervals 
until the last blossoms disappear. 


Most of the other diseases that 
affect peas are either seed-borne or 
soil-borne. The former are not a 
serious problem these days since 
most commercially grown pea seed 
is produced in disease-free areas of 
the Far West. Fusarium wilt is a 
soil-borne fungous disease that oc- 
curs in many areas when warm 
weather comes. The only control is 
to plant wilt-resistant varieties 
(marked “w.r.” on the variety list 
below). Damping-off, caused by 
another fungus in the soil, can be a 
serious problem in cold, wet soils in 
earliest spring. Today most pea 
seed comes treated with a fungicide 
protectant—chloranil, thiram or 
captan. These can be obtained from 
mail-order firms and garden shops. 

One of the major seed companies 
maintains a “germ plasm bank” of 
more than 2,000 distinct varieties of 
peas, though not more than thirty or 
forty are used to any extent today. 
In choosing varieties for your gar- 
den, here are some points to keep in 
mind: 

1. Time of maturity. Plant more 
than one variety to spread your pick- 
ing season. Plant “late” varieties 
as soon as possible to get maximum 
yields before hot weather stops 
their growth. 

2. Smooth or wrinkled seed. The 
very earliest varieties, like ALASKA, 
are smooth seeded but the sweetest 
flavor is found in wrinkle-seeded va- 
rieties. 

3. Habit of growth. Some varie- 
ties are “indeterminate” in growth 
habit—producing a long main stem 
that will develop to 6 or 8 feet under 
ideal growing conditions. These re- 
quire brush, wire or trellis support 
for easy picking. They usually bear 
one pod per blossom node over a 
long period. 

Determinate-vined varieties pro- 
duce dwarf or semidwarf plants that 
eventually stop growing when a 
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flower is produced at the growing 
tip of the main stem. They seldom 
grow more than 30 inches and re- 
quire no support. Their pods are 
fairly well concentrated both in ma- 
turity and in position in the upper 
part of the plant, making it relatively 
easy to pick all the pods from the 
plant at once. 

Here is a representative selection 
of pea varieties that have performed 
well in the back-yard garden: 


Early varieties 

Wor.p’s REcorD: Earliest ma- 
turing for the home garden; inde- 
terminate, excellent quality; fair to 
good yields.

THE EDITORS REPORT ON 


some outstanding plants 


—_ PLANTS that you grew 
yourself or observed in trials 
last season impressed you the most? 
This query was asked of some of 
FLOWER GROWER’s editors and con- 
tributors, who sent in the following 
reports as the results of trials in 
their own gardens or from observa- 
tions elsewhere. Many of the plants 
are not necessarily brand new and 
a few, unfortunately, are not widely 
available. 

Montague Free, FLOWER GRrow- 
ER’s Senior Editor, included several 
oldtimers which he thinks should be 
in every home gardener’s collection. 
He recommends: “Golden-fleece, 
also known as Dahlberg-daisy (Thy- 
mophylla tenuiloba), a dainty plant 
with small daisy-like flowers of clear 
yellow. It will self-sow if given a 
congenial location in the sun. It is 
practically everblooming and grows 
wild in Texas and Mexico. Dia- 
mond-flower (lonopsidium acaule) 
is an admirable miniature which 
usually can be relied upon to take 
care of itself if sown in a thoroughly 
drained location, such as between 
stepping stones or in a wall garden. 

“Another miniature favorite of 
mine is Corsican mint (Mentha 
requieni), which has a_ powerful 
mint fragrance when it is walked on. 
It grows less than a quarter-inch high 
but spreads rapidly. I thought I had 
to bring it in for the winter but last 
year I left it outdoors and it came 
through a severe winter, probably 
from self-sown seeds. Its tiny flow- 
ers will never set the Thames on 
fire but they are there during the 
summer, tho’ you may need, as I 
do, a magnifying glass to see them! 
Star-of-Texas (Xanthisma_ texana), 
as its name implies, is a native of 
Texas. It is a first-class drought 
resister which produces its 2-inch, 
golden-yellow flowers in great pro- 
fusion from June until frost. It is 
especially good in a warm climate, 
although it grows well in Long Is- 
land when treated as an annual. 

“Fall black-eyed Susan (Rud- 
beckia triloba) is one of those good 
biennials which, once established, 
takes care of itself if planted in a 
suitable location. This could be in 
the vicinity of a shrub or in a 


meadow. It starts blooming in Au- 
gust and continues in good shape 
through September. Its flowers are 
similar to those of Rudbeckia hirta, 
better known as black-eyed Susan, 
but they are smaller and more abun- 
dantly produced. I know no com- 
mercial source of the seed but I 
shall be glad to share my crop of 
seeds with FLOWER GROWER read- 
ers who will send me a stamped 
(4¢) addressed envelope. If you 
get an empty envelope in return it 
will simply mean that the supply of 
seeds is exhausted. 

“Metasequoia  glyptostroboides, 
which has been given the unfortu- 
nate name dawn-redwood, also a 
million-year-old-tree, was thought to 
be extinct, known only by its fossils, 
but in 1944 it was discovered still 
growing in China. Dr. E. D. Mer- 
rill in 1946 became interested in 
getting seed of this amazing fossil 
and on January 5, 1948, the first 
seeds arrived at Arnold Aboretum. 
Since its introduction it has been 
living out-of-doors unprotected in 
New York and Boston, as well as 
in many other places. At first meta- 
sequoia seemed to me not particu- 
larly good looking but its appear- 
ance improves with age. 

“Qak-leaved hydrangea (Hydran- 
gea quercifolia) is a native shrub 
which grows wild from Georgia and 
Florida to Mississippi, yet it is sur- 
prisingly hardy and endures temper- 
atures of several degrees below zero. 
Its foliage is bold with leaf blades 
about 9 inches wide and just as 
long. The panicled inflorescence is 
made up of innumerable small fer- 
tile flowers surrounded by conspicu- 
ous sterile flowers which go through 
several color changes from char- 
treuse to white and as they age be- 
come suffused with pinkish-purple. 

“CRIMSON KING maple, a form of 
the Norway maple, almost comes 
up to the catalog description! Un- 
like the variety SCHWEDLERI, it does 
retain its color during the summer 
months. In early fall it deepens to 
a gloomy-looking brownish purple.” 

Ben Arthur Davis, FLOWER 
GroweEr’s Southern Editor, is very 
partial toward camellias and in- 
cludes two comparatively new one 
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in his recommendations, as follows: 
“Camellia japonica Mrs. D. W. 
Davis is a very choice camellia with 
light pink, huge semidouble flowers 
up to 8 inches across—perhaps the 
largest of all camellias. Camellia 
sasanqua Jean May is a semidouble 
with soft pink flowers. 

“Heller’s holly (Ilex crenata hel- 
leri) is one of the dwarfest of all 
hollies. It is evergreen and suitable 
for many situations, including the 
popular planter boxes. It is always 
neat and requires practically no 
pruning. A truly dwarf nandina 
(Nandina domestica, dwarf) which 
grows only about 10 inches high is 
very neat for planter boxes and 
many other situations where a per- 
manent little evergreen is in order. 

“A cassia that grows to a height 
of 10 feet in one season from seed 
is Cassia alata, candelabra tree. Its 
tropical foliage and huge spikes of 
bright yellow flowers in October 
give it an air of distinction in any 
garden. Chrysanthemum PHOEBE 
is a low-growing plant, but not a 
cushion. PHOEBE is bushy and well 
branched; the light bronze flowers 
are bright and cheery. Suitable for 
borders and makes a great splash 
when planted in mass. 

“In its several forms, liriope is 
perhaps our most dependable edg- 
ing and border plant. Its grasslike 
foliage is evergreen, neat and at- 
tractive throughout the year. RIE- 
GEL’s NEW WONDER is a new dwarf 
which grows only 6 or 8 inches 
high and is excellent for edgings and 
low borders. Marigold CLIMAx, the 
new hybrid marigold, is a vigorous 
grower and has flowers up to 5 
inches across. Many consider it the 
finest large-flowering marigold yet 
introduced. It is available in gold, 
yellow, orange and mixed.” 

Roses are great favorites of Helen 
S. Hull, a Consulting Editor to 
FLOWER GROWER, and she thinks 
five have shown themselves to be 
especially outstanding in her trial 
garden this past summer. Her fa- 
vorites are all pink and are: “PINK 
PEAcE with big, full blossoms of 
deep rose, a little on the blue side 
but vigorous and a prolific bloomer 
even in new plants. It came through 
the terrible winter of 1958 without 
losing a cane. It does not show its 
relationship to PEACE, as I would 
wish, in glossiness of foliage, but it 
is easy to see why Sidney Hutton 
says, ‘PINK PEACE has everything.’ 
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KorDES PERFECTA with rose-tipped 
petals is not only striking in color 
and substance, but the spicy fra- 
grance is a delight. It blooms well 
on sturdy 4-foot canes. 

“THE Farry is hardy and disease- 
resistant with clear pink, shrub-rose 
blooms in clusters similar in color 
and flower-size to the old DoroTHy 
PERKINS. THE Farry is slow to 
come to bloom in June but con- 
tinues with arching 4-foot canes un- 
til frost. It can be planted outside 
the range of the sprayer, yet its foli- 
age remains shiny green and un- 
blighted. It is lovely in bouquets 
with larger hybrid teas. SPANISH 
BEAUTY is a large-flowered climber 
with light rose-pink, single blossoms 
on long stems. I saw it first bloom- 
ing over a wall in Charleston and 
thought it the’ most lovely climbing 
rose I had ever seen. It is hardy 
here in my New Jersey garden. IN- 
SPIRATION has flowers of good color 
and fragrance with recurrent bloom 
all summer and fall.” 

Mrs. Hull also recommends: 
“Marigold Petite, a dwarf French 
marigold with clear, yellow blos- 
soms the size of a quarter from the 
time they are 3 inches high in the 
flats until the 6-inch-high mounds 
are frozen in the fall. I grow a 
dozen marigold varieties, all won- 
derful, but nothing takes the place 
of Petire in the front of the bor- 
der. Does well in sun or light shade. 
Ageratum BLAUWE KAP. ZEERLAAG 
DiePpBLAUW from Holland grows 
about 13 inches high, in large 
mounds of sturdy crinkly leaves and 
has 2- to 3-inch heads of shaggy 
blue flowers. It makes a full border 
twice the size of ageratum BLUE 
Mink and other compact types, and 
seems to be disease-resistant. This 
plant is stili blooming gloriously in 
mid-October. (Seeds can be ob- 
tained from H. K. Van Alphen’s, 
Nieuwe Tonge, Holland, at prices 
corresponding to domestic seed. 
The small catalog of this seed firm, 
in business in Holland since 1896, 
contains other flowers and vege- 
tables you may like to try. 

“Blue Mantle, an F, hybrid grandi- 
flora petunia is a very deep velvety 
blue-purple; it held up well for me. 
Dahlia BisHorp OF LLANDAFF, a 
miniature type, velvet red, with deep 
red-green foliage, grows 4 feet high. 
I first saw this old variety at Villa 
d’Este at Lake Como, Italy, planted 
in quantity against a gray stone wall

“Some FLOWER GROWER readers 
know Sam from a previous article, 
‘My garden brimgs me beauty, pleas- 
ure and friends.’ (See FLOWER 
GROWER for January 1958.) He is 
shown here holding a 26-pound 
sweet and tender Egyptian squash 
from seed sent me from nurseryman 
Riad Sharoni, member of the Alex- 
andria Horticulture Society, Alex- 
andria, Egypt, an affiliate of the Na- 
tional Council of State Garden 
Clubs.

and all tourists admire it. But it can 
be grown as a pot plant or in.a hang- 
ing basket in the home or green- 
house.” 

Allianora Rosse, our staff artist, 
and a hobby gardener, likes the re- 
cently introduced multiflora tulips. 
She says: “These come in many 
colors and their form is most un- 
usual in that they produce several 
flowers of different sizes. This 
makes them excellent for cut flow- 
ers. What is more, cutting a few 
flowers off each plant will not injure 
the appearance of the planting. I 
saw these first in Holland and then 
grew some myself. 

“While at the George W. Park 
Seed Company trials this summer, 
I was impressed by ornamental cot- 
ton. The color of the leaves of dif- 
ferent varieties runs through a 
green-maroon range. The flowers 
are quite showy and individually 
beautiful in shades of pink to sal- 
mon. Park showed four varieties: 
VIRESCENT YELLOW, INTENSE RED, 
BRONZE and RED Oxra LE“P. They 
can be grown as annuals from seed 
in northern climates. 

“For a light but beautifully bright 
blue, Oxypetalum coeruleum is the 
plant for midsummer bloom. It 
seems to be heat resistant and has 
a very long blooming period. Also 
impressive to me at the Park trials 
was petunia STAR OF INDIA. Its bril- 
liance caught my fancy. It is very 
dwarf with many small, very neat 
flowers of dark purple with a clear 
white star in each. It would make 
an excellent edging plant because 
of its compactness. Dianthus Knap- 
pi, lemon-yellow single pink, is one 
of the prettiest small rock garden 
plants I have ever seen.” 

Peggy Ohlander, FLOWER Grow- 
ER’s Associate Editor, says, “I’m 
always on the lookout for plants 
with flowers borne in spikes as there 
are so few to choose from. There- 
fore, I have been impressed with 
three recently introduced perennials: 
PURPLE GLOry salvia with its 22- 
foot purple flower spikes borne from 
May until fall; heuchera SCARLET 
SENTINEL, a good red coral-bell 
only 12 inches tall; and dicentra 
BOUNTIFUL for its wonderful all- 
season performance in light shade— 
both flowers and foliage remain at- 
tractive if the faded flowers are re- 
moved. Speaking of shade, the new 
BALLERINA tuberous begonias are

FLOWER ARRANGEMENT 
TRENDS FOR 1960 


NY EVALUATION of the course 
A of flower arrangement today 
must take acount of one over- 
whelming trend—interest in Japan- 
ese styles, both traditional and 
modern. It is true that classical Jap- 
anese work gave us our original 
inspiration and that there has always 
been either a waxing or waning 
interest in it. Today, however, Jap- 
anese styles are predominant. This 
is to be expected since flower ar- 
ranging is always sensitive to the 
prevailing artistic climate, and we 
are now in the midst of a great re- 
vival of interest in things oriental. 
We see this in architecture, decora- 
tion, furniture, fashion, objets d’art, 
and also in gardens. These are now 
often designed with small separate 
areas each associated with one room 
of the contemporary house. 
Today in Japan flower arrange- 
ment is no longer taught only in the

well-ruled, traditional way with les- 
sons on open, asymmetric, trilinear 
designs, and emphasis on respect for 
plant growth and elegant restraint, 
seeming artlessness concealing great 
artistry. There are also modern 
schools of Ikebana, as the Sdgetsu- 
ryu, whose practices go far from the 
literal meaning of “living” flowers, 
whose material seems to be almost 
everything but natural plants. Nor 
is the mood serene as in the beauti- 
ful expressions of the traditional 
Ikenobo and Koryii schools. Rather, 
modern Ikebana mirrors the har- 
assed modern spirit, its desperation, 
revolt and fury, the brutality of the 
times reflected in truncated limbs 
and inverted designs. Indeed, con- 
temporary Japanese work often re- 
jects the teachings of such great 
masters as Shogun Ashikaga and 
Yoshimasa of the fifteenth century, 
Sen-no-Rikyi of the sixteenth. Sur-

realism has laid a hand upon it. As 
an expressive art form, it has not 
disdained the materials of the junk 
yard. Cement and plaster chunks, 
broken pieces of pipe, shredded 
paper, old rope, cotton ravelings— 
these are all popular materials. 
Sometimes a few artificial flowers or 
foliages are added, or some natural 
branches—gilded or painted. Fresh 
plant material is certainly not the 
rule. And the ancient dictum, “‘Fol- 
low nature and turn constantly to 
nature,” is no longer heeded. 

Modern ceramics have greatly af- 
fected contemporary work. Many 
of the new containers with their 
harsh angular lines and divided 
spacing demand extremes of line. 
Collages, mosaics, mobiles are more 
interesting to many designers than 
the old “vase flowers.” 

In Japan there are many new 
masters. Sofi Teshigahara, for one,

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depart since her knowledge is firmly 
grounded. Too often, as with young 
artists who “go modern” because 
they have never learned to draw, 
arrangers work in so-called ‘“con- 
temporary” styles because they do 
not know how to design. 

Typical of the lovely traditional 
styles of Seika, Nageire, and Mori- 
bana is the work of Rachel E. Carr, 
an international teacher (most re- 
cently at the Museum of Art in San 
Francisco), whose forthcoming 
book, Japanese Flower Arrange- 
ment, Symbolism, Cult and Practice 
(D. Van Nostrand Co.), speaks 
effectively for the peace and beauty 
of the traditional “way with flowers.” 
Yet on occasion, since she has stud- 
ied in various schools, Mrs. Carr 
will do a modern piece, but her 
work is never ugly or distraught 
even when it is contemporary. 

It is interesting that both these 
women have learned flower arrang- 
ing at the source. Mrs. Carr was 
brought up in China and has studied 
in Japan at Japanese schools. Mrs. 
Allen has lived for some years in 
Japan and has also studied there. 
The work of both arrangers epito-

mizes the strongest trends today— 
that of the modern and of the tradi- 
tional Ikebana. 

The influence of Japanese work 
is worldwide. Ikebana International, 
started in a small way in Japan by 
Mrs. Allen in 1956, today has chap- 


ters in London, Rome and Paris. 
In this country affiliated groups are 
springing up everywhere, for no stu- 
dent of flower arranging is unaware 
of the need for understanding the 
basic styles, and this is true from 
coast to coast. Mrs. H. H. Rawson 
of Spokane, Washington, has been 
studying for years with a Buddhist 
priest, and her arrangements are 
outstandingly beautiful and true to 
the ancient styles. She has a fine 
feeling for design, and surely no one 
“sees” plants more acutely. 

Let us look now at the work of 
these three outstanding arrangers— 
first at “Flame,” a contemporary 
Japanese composition by Mrs. Allen. 
The design is basically trilinear, but 
the main lines of palm sheath and 
broom are violently rhythmic and 
crossed by a central truncated sec- 
tion of sheath. A low grouping of 
red gladiolus, not handled in the 
usual way of vase flowers, empha- 
sizes the theme through color. The 
dark ceramic container is high and 
sharply angled on one side with a 
low curve on the other. This ar- 
rangement has great vitality—we 
sense those soaring flames—and we 
are well aware of the motion of the 
whole design, an important factor in 
the modern schools. 

Mrs. Carr’s “Spring” is a quiet 
traditional evocation of the season 
in a Nageire or “thrown in” vase 
arrangement. Nature has been ob- 
served and the time of year defined, 
with budding branches of plum care- 
fully selected, pruned and placed 
according to the rules for this style 
—the Heaven, Man and Earth posi- 
tions. Three bright red tulips are 
grouped in the Earth area, and 
placed suitably below the budding 
branches of trees. The motion of 
the design is quiet though com- 
pelling; the aura of the work, serene. 

“The Rope” by Mrs. Allen is a 
surrealistic expression, the design of 
the basket handle repeated in the 
wound piece of natural wisteria. 
Artificial red strelitzias complete the 
composition, which is placed on a 
raft base of bamboo. Whether or 
not we like this piece, we do find it 
an interesting and modern interpre- 
tation. 

Now consider Mrs. Carr’s “Water- 
Reflecting Moribana.” How lovely 
this is to live with and dwell upon— 
a harmonizing whole, a scene with 
a wisteria “tree” rising above a pool 
with low evergreens and rocks.

Mrs. Rawson’s study, “Grasses,” 
was made for a flower exhibit held 
in the Buddhist Daihonzan Henj- 
yoji Temple in Portland, Oregon. 
This is a Shin or formal type of 
Seika arrangement—with all stems 
correctly rising from a common 
source. Three narrow, horizontal, 
striped green leaves form the con- 
ventional structure, which is empha- 
sized by the heads of pampas grass. 
The black ceramic bowl is lined with 
green. Deceptively simple, this is a 
most knowledgeable interpretation 
of the Seika style and, though in low 
color key, the work is dramatic with 
a quiet satisfying motion rising 
through the design. 

One important result of study of 
Japanese arranging is the habit it 
develops of observing Nature closely 
—her moods, her grotesqueries, her 
beauties. In recent years this has 
been particularly evident to me in 
entries for The Flower Arrangement 
Calendar, which come in from widely 
separated areas. 

The “look” of nature is often 
stressed in arrangements of one kind 
of plant where bud, bloom and, 
when possible, fruit are included to 
suggest a complete cycle of growth. 
Sometimes a fallen leaf quite prop- 
erly completes the design. The oddly 
twisted root, the crooked stem, the 
imperfect flower “well seen” often 
offers greater inspiration than the 
perfect hothouse bloom. And when 
an arranger sets out to do an evoca- 
tion of storm or wind, for example, 
it is evident that she has not only 
seen but carefully noted and recalled 
how trees and flowers and grasses 
responded to it. If her purpose is to 
suggest a mountain scene or desert 
view, the result is unmistakeable, 
since she has stored in her memory 
the natural aspects of some great 
panorama whose essential elements 
she abstracts for her composition. 

In “Camellias,” Mrs. Fred J. Hay 
selects—and requires—but one 
plant to develop a graceful and com- 
plete expression. Her arrangement 
is camellias as Van Gogh’s painting, 
“Sunflowers,” is sunflowers. The 
look and nature of the shrub with 
open flowers and buds in various 
stages is satisfyingly suggested. Now 
this would seem to be far from 
Japanese work but its inspiration 
comes from that source. Note the 
asymmetric design and the careful 
observation which inspired such ex- 
cellent selection of material, also the 
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beautiful, unobtrusive ceramic jar. 

“Desert” by Mrs. George Hoopes 
is an artistic design based on materi- 
als which express the spirit of a 
scene deeply familiar to the arranger 
and well seen by her. No accessory 
material is necessary to explain the 
theme. A stone slab from the lo- 
cality makes a base for a fine piece 
of “ghost wood,” as wood from the 
desert is often called, with sage ju- 
diciously stressing the line and a 
small plant of yucca for excellent 
contrast of shape and texture to 
complete the design. The attitude 
toward nature which prompted this 
piece of work is definitely oriental, 
although the picture itself is in- 
digenously American. 

In addition to designs of Japanese 
inspiration, all sorts of interpretive 
compositions continue to be popu- 
lar for flower-show work. On these 
I would say a strong word. When 
they are concerned with themes 
which can conceivably be interpreted 
by plant materials, as Mrs. Hoopes’ 
“Desert,” fine, but many classes, 
while offering possibilities for great 
originality—which I particularly ap- 
preciate—can hardly be expressed 
by flora, even in the broadest sense. 
In her recent book on Design for 
Flower Arrangers (D. Van Nostrand 
& Company, 1959), Dorothy W. 
Riester puts it this way: 

The need to make an interpre- 
tive, story-telling arrangement, 
now so popular, often blinds the 
arranger to the basic aesthetic con- 
tribution which an arrangement 
can and should make. Art is not 
illustration. Many topical 
subjects “assigned” to arrangers 
are not suitable as abstract in- 
spirations, or indeed to the me- 
dium of flower arranging. .. . 

Titles which suggest mood, as 
“Serenity,” “Fury”; or a provoca- 
tive setting, as “Woodland Pool”; 
or a locale, as “New England,” 
“Rome”; or a season or an ele- 
ment, as “Spring” or “Wind”; or 
an occasion, as “Birthday Party” 
or “Easter,” are titles which 
suggest images which can be ex- 
pressed convincingly in the me- 
dium of flower arrangement. But 
such factual titles as “Finish 
Line,” “Rocket to the Moon,” 
“Wheels of Industry,” “Fisher- 
man’s Haul” are not good because 
they suggest things rather than 
ideas, and the things which they 
suggest are often foreign to the 
intrinsic expressive quality of the 
arranger’s medium. A_ rocket 
made of red roses is hardly the 
best use of flowers. 

And speaking of design, there is 
no better discipline than that offered

by a study of the traditional Japa- 
nese styles. Once you have mastered 
the exacting techniques of Seika, 
Nageire and Moribana, you will 
know how to depart soundly but 
with originality. You will be able to 
handle height, width, depth and 
scale with intuitive rightness—the 
result of your long discipline—and 
you will know how to depart from 
the conventional relationships. 

See how effectively Miss Alice 
Girvin has employed scale for emo- 
tional effect in “Meditation.” The 
Madonna is exalted by the very lofty 
background of the design, the apex 
of the palm spathe curled over like 
the canopy of heaven. Placed in 
a huge floor-to-ceiling window with 
an Outdoor frame of oak trees and 
a background of San Francisco Bay, 
this very original piece of work in 
a sometimes-hackneyed field illus- 
trates the inherently dramatic possi- 
bilities of design when it is the tool 
and not the master. 

In traditional Japanese work, fig- 
ures are often used with arrange- 
ments but not as part of the design 
itself. Many American teachers feel 
that accessories should be com- 
pletely integrated in the design. 
When we started to use figures with 
flowers, it was the old Japanese fish- 
erman or philosopher or the God- 
dess of Mercy, Kuan Yin, which was 
usually chosen. Today I seldom 
see these. Rather you select strong, 
simple, primitive sculptures, espe- 
cially African and Mayan pieces, al- 
though you appreciate and use work 
of widely divergent origin, some- 
times as the dominant element, 
sometimes as accessory. In Mrs. 
Victor Murray’s “Africa,” the spirit 
of a continent is expressed by a com- 
position in which the handsome 


Negro head is placed in a setting of | 


appropriate tropical plants—calla- 
lily leaves and a pale green amaryl- 
lis flower marked with cerise. 

And now finally | must have my 
fun about your favorites. In the 
Calendar entries, the peacock 
proved to be your favorite bird. The 
dove had replaced the duck, but not 
always to advantage, for ducks, I 
discovered, are much more amena- 
ble than doves. The horse is way 
out front as the favorite animal this 
year, but you like the panther, too. 
Chrysanthemums, perhaps because 
of their oriental associations, are 
your preferred flower, roses and ca- 
mellias next.®
